A ctivists have called for a march 
against hate and violence on 
Halloween evening starting in 
the Castro, in solidarity with a con¬ 
current march in Hew York, on one of 
the two busiest nights of the year for 
police. 

The march has been called by the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Liberation Front, a group of commu¬ 
nity activists formed last week in New 
York and San Francisco, in response 
to recent police activity in New York 
at a Matthew Shepard memorial vigil. 

“It is a spontaneous movement by 
activists in both cities to set an agen¬ 
da that is more grassroots and is more 
challenging to established power 
structures,” said Jeff Sheehy, an orga¬ 
nizer and member of the Liberation 
Front. 

Organizers obtained a permit for 
the march on Wednesday after nego¬ 
tiating with police. The march will 
begin at Castro and Market at 7:00 
p.m., will proceed down Market to 
8th Street, and turn south to Bryant, 
ending at the Hall of Justice with a 
candlelight vigil.

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Team SF reps get 
an earful at post- 
Gay Games meeting

ome of the more concerned 

' participants at Gay Games 

-0 V provided a list of their 
concerns to Team San Francisco 
delegates at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center last Saturday, 
October 24. 

Longtime supporters and 
leaders of track and field, 
wrestling, figure skating, and 
other sports were among the 40- 
some attendees of the meeting, as 
were reps from the newly-found¬ 
ed rowing and ice hockey teams. 
They brought up a litany of issues 
to Team SF delegate Jerry Ervin 
and alternate Leslie Adams, who 
will both attend the annual Fed¬ 
eration of Gay Games meeting 
November 15-20 in Seattle. 

Ervin and Adams kept the 
pace quick during the meeting, 
which was limited to only an 
hour. 

One concern that was harshly 
critiqued - perhaps because it oc¬ 
curred in several sports - was what 
Team SFers called “ageism” in 
competition, particularly the 
grouping of senior athletes in a 
wide range of age categories, in 
most cases simply to accommo¬ 
date a hurried schedule of events. 
Forty- and 50-year old athletes 
were often grouped with 70- to 80 
year-olds, making for unfair com¬ 
petition. 

In track and field, racewalk 
bronze medalist Jon Borset noted 
that he’s still awaiting the sup¬ 
posed mailed arrival of his gold 
medal from the marathon. Other 
track problems included the 
changing of competition rosters 
mid-week, and arbitrary changes 
in medals awarding in swimming, 
as eight-time medalist and swim¬ 
mer Rick Fabian noted. 

Carrying a torch? No. 

Among the issues that were 
briefly addressed were the open¬ 
ing and closing ceremonies. “It 
was a dud!” piped up one person. 
Aesthetics were debated, but the 
point seemed to be that it was 
more about “glit?:” and had noth¬ 
ing to do with sports. The dispro¬ 
portionate choice of hundreds of 
nearly naked men compared to 
one - albeit fabulous - lesbian 
kiss, was also critiqued. 

But the most obvious blunder 
was “Where was the torch?” The 
Gay Games flame was not dis¬ 
played, shown, or even men¬ 
tioned. Another point made was 
that the ceremonies continue to 
be money-losers that “do not pay 
homage to participants,” as 
Adams clarified. 

The use of the phrase “non¬ 
competitive” in the preamble de¬ 
scribing the purpose of Gay 
Games irked others. “How can 
you have a non-competitive 
wrestling match?” asked Golden 
Gate Wrestling coach Gene Der- 
mody. 

Sanctioning, and the debate 
over serious competition or 
friendly recreational play, was 
also an issue. 

Drug testing also came up. 
The reps were asked if they knew 
why only three sports included it, 
and why, as powerlifter Luke 
Cotrill pointed out, the people 


who informed officials of their 
medical use of banned substances 
were the only people tested, when 
other competitors were openly 
using banned substances? 

Speaking of drugs, the excesses 
of parties were seen as a downside 
to the event, but when some made 
comparisons to the financial 
snafu, Federation Executive Direc¬ 
tor Scott Mandell pointed out that 
most of the large “circuit” parties 
merely appropriated the Gay 
Games name, and did not make 
any donations to the event itself. 

Costs were compared with the 
pressing issue of providing gen¬ 
der parity in as many sports 
events as possible, as well as pro¬ 
viding an equal representation of 
women and men as administra¬ 
tors within the Federation. And 
while complaints about the secre¬ 
tive nature of organizing this 
quadrennial event have been ex¬ 
pressed, Adams reminded all con¬ 
cerned people that several sports 
still need representative delegates, 
and applications for these posi¬ 
tions can be received from the 
Federation office. 

Other concerned jocks are 
welcome to participate in the 
meetings as observers. A Federa¬ 
tion of Gay Games membership 
is required, though. 

Mandell expressed a strong 
need for women and people of 
color as representing the multi¬ 
cultural nature of the Federation’s 
goals. But with annual meetings 
at different places around the 
globe, a certain level of affluence 
seems a prerequisite for board 
membership. Financial incentives 
were considered as a possible 
means of recruiting. 

Not all bad 

And while complaints may 
have seemed to override the suc¬ 
cesses, some reiterated the Won¬ 
derful international cultural ex¬ 
change. Rowers shared experi¬ 
ences of being feted with par ties, 
politeness, and a fabulous event: 
the first rowing event ever held at 
a Gay Games. 

Other topics included the de¬ 
bate over medals and what award¬ 
ing medals means to athletes. Fig¬ 
ure skater Lisa Lebrecque, despite 
a near-unanimous straw poll de¬ 
ciding that medals should remain, 
mentioned the special unified 
feeling skaters shared throughout 
their events, which were marred 
by Dutch disorganization and de¬ 
liberate misinformation about the 
International Skating Union’s not 
sanctioning the figure skating 
events. 

Martial arts leader Alan Wood 
stressed the advancements that 
are already under way for Gay 
Games VI in Sydney, Australia, 
specifically the “redbooks” that in¬ 
clude extensive regulations and 
requirements for each of the 22 
“core sports” that he and other 
board members will be develop¬ 
ing. This was not the case in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

In fact, enlightening facts 
about the loose nature of the Am¬ 
sterdam contracts with the Feder¬ 
ation could explain the economic 
mess associated with the Dutch 
handling of the multi-million 
dollar event. No doubt this will be 
a hot topic in Seattle. 


Longtime sports advocate 
Dermody made his repeated, yet 
often ignored statement of the 
Gay Games presenters over¬ 
spending in cultural and party 
events, leaving athletic aspects 
under-budgeted and under-rep¬ 
resented. 

Sydney organizers are expect¬ 
ed to pay more attention to 
sports, and adding rugby is seen 
as a good sign. But plans are al¬ 
ready underway to’ create an even 
more extensive cultural festival of 
two entire weeks in 2002, and 
Sydney is known more for its gar¬ 
gantuan Mardi Gras parties than 
anything else. The delegates will 
have an agenda, but whose agen¬ 
da is it: athletes, artists, or revel¬ 
ing circuit studs? 

Wood expressed dismay at the 
mainstream media’s warped in¬ 
terpretation of Gay Games - 
naked guys and drag queens on 
the canal parade - an image that 
was repeatedly broadcast on 
Dutch TV and in all mainstream 
newspapers and magazines, as 
well as a majority of the “official” 
Gay Games video. 

One of the unfortunate bur¬ 
dens the Federation offices have 
had, Mandell said, was the vol¬ 
ume of disgruntled athletes either 
expecting medals, refunds, or an 
explanation of mishandled orders 
for the commemorative book and 
video produced by the Dutch. 
The original administration for 
these matters is no longer there, 
leaving the Federation to pick up 
the pieces, or forward questions 
and problems to the now-closed 
Gay Games Amsterdam offices. 

Growing pains 

Gay Games Amsterdam is 
claiming near-bankruptcy in its 
enormous debt, partially in¬ 
curred by overcontrating by de¬ 
posed Executive Director Marc 
Janssens, who has been prevented 
from leaving Holland due to ex¬ 
tensive tax evasion charges. 

Remembering to manage the 
post-Gay Games efforts seems to 
be an additional point of discus¬ 
sion as well for the exponentially- 
growing event. 

“Growing is the right word,” 
said delegate Ervin following the 
meeting. With six committees on . 
the Federation, they are always 
“trying to get the right members, 
making sure they’re not all Amer¬ 
ican, or Eurocentric, and making 
sure we get African-American” 
representation. “We have one guy 
who comes all the way from 
South Africa to go to these meet¬ 
ings. He’s phenomenal.” 

This will be Ervin’s second an¬ 
nual meeting. As an alternate last 
year, he said he “^as blown away. 
It’s so powerful, so much bigger 
than I’d ever thought. It does 
change the world in a sense. 
These people are so dedicated.” 

Adams’s first meeting as an al¬ 
ternate was the day before Open¬ 
ing Ceremonies this summer. “I 
looked around the room, the peo¬ 
ple were the ones that would have 
been there in 1980, when Tom 
Waddell started this,” she said. 
“We know what the vision was, 
what was wanted, so we still have 
to hold onto that, athletically and 
culturally.”

music, and activist items such as 
buttons and T-shirts. 

Nestle is perhaps best known 
for her chronicles of the working 
class lesbian bar scene of the 
1950s and her writings about 
butch/femme desire. Her first 
published essay on butch/femme 
relationships annpareH in the 1981 


“Sex Issue” of the journal Heresies, 
and she soon became embroiled 
in the “sex wars” that erupted over 
attempts to define acceptable les¬ 
bian sexual desire and practices. 
Nestle’s books include A Restrict¬ 
ed Country and The Persistent De¬ 
sire: A Femme-Butch Reader. ▼

SF's gay center board to unveil 
revised building design Monday

1 ollowing an intensive period 
|P of public comment last 
§1 month on the design of the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) Community Center 
Project (CCP), architects have 
completed the first phase of the 
building’s design, and the center’s 
board of directors will present the 
revised design at a public meeting 
this Monday, November 2 in San 
Francisco. 

Board President Brenda Bar¬ 
nette said the center’s architects will 
continue to complete many details 
of the design through March, but 
the work displayed on Monday will 


reflect the final overall design of the 
building, which includes a newly 
constructed facility adjacent to the 
existing Fallon Building. 

“Based on feedback from our 
public review of the center design 
in September, it is clear that peo¬ 
ple are very happy with the direc¬ 
tion the project is taking,” said 
Barnette. “We have made a num¬ 
ber of refinements to the design 
based on comments by neighbors 
and LGBT community members 
and are excited to present what we 
believe is a design befitting our 
community, on November 2.” 

Barnette also said that the 
city’s Landmarks Advisory Board 
last Wednesday, October 21, ap¬ 
proved details of the restoration 


of the Victorian that’s incorporat¬ 
ed into the center. That approval, 
supported by the preservationist 
group Friends of 1800 Market 
Street, signifies that the Fallon 
Building is being faithfully re¬ 
stored. The landmarks board also 
approved a resolution stating that 
the design of the new portion of 
the center is compatible with and 
sensitive to the Victorian. 

Construction of the CCP is 
scheduled to begin in September 
1999. V

1 cans who insist this election Tues- 
|f day is about values. We have to dis¬ 
agree with their conclusion that their party 
has the values worth valuing. 

The catalogue listing issues where the 
GOP has been on the obvious wrong side is 
extensive, including matters that could be 
considered (to use that term so beloved by 
the media) “openly gay” as well as “non¬ 
gay.” The examples of the former include 
amendments that would cut off federal 
funding to San Francisco because of its sup¬ 
port for domestic partnerships and an 
amendment to overturn the president’s pro¬ 
tection of gay and lesbian federal employ¬ 
ees (which thankfully didn’t pass) and the 
obstruction to Jim Hormel’s appointment 
as ambassador to Luxembourg. The latter 
examples have are so numerous we literally 
don’t know where to begin listing them. 

Now, as Bob Roehr reports on page 20, 
the Human Rights Campaign has attached 
itself to one of the GOP’s more controver¬ 
sial members, Senator Alfonse D’Amato. 
HRC, supposedly our national political ac¬ 
tion group, endorsed - as The Nation put it 
this week - “the heinous Al D’Amato” over 
Charles Schumer in New York’s very im¬ 
portant Senate race. HRC is already an un¬ 
popular group among a surprisingly wide 
swath of our community; if D’Amato wins 
it will have more explaining to do to its os¬ 
tensible constituents. 

HRC Executive Director Elizabeth Birch 
says that D’Amato and Schumer scored 
equally well on HRC’s test; if that’s the case, 
their test is flawed and the group is asking 
the wrong questions. 

We can add that to the inventory of elec¬ 
tion year horrors, which grows larger every 
day. The GOP carping about the Oval Of¬ 
fice blow job has left nearly everyone dazed, 
confused, and angry. We can only hope that 
the confusion burns off like fog before Elec¬ 
tion Day, leaving only the smoldering rage 
to spread like a wildfire. 

The Christian Coalition has already 
marshaled its forces and instructed a zillion 
zombie-eyed churchgoers how to vote in a 
way that will create the maximum damage 
to freedom, so a stampede of more progres¬ 


sive voters to the ballot boxes would cer¬ 
tainly be welcome. There is not a single 
voter to spare; any race can be won or lost 
by a single vote. Yours matters. No matter 
how much you may have believed in 
the past that voting is an empty 
gesture, it may be the most im¬ 
portant gesture you ever make. « 

The next time Congress de¬ 
bates tax cuts, we’d like to see a 
legislator suggest giving a tax break 
to those who can prove they voted in the 
last election. If voting meant an extra 
hundred bucks in their tax re¬ 
funds, people might finally 
understand that elections have 
fiscal repercussions. And, in 
fact, the money that’s at stake in this elec¬ 
tion is huge, eclipsing the issue of that extra 
C-note once a year. 

What is at stake is whether - and how 
many - tax dollars will be wasted on the 
Lewinsky matter, on fighting needle ex¬ 
change, on fighting racial and economic jus¬ 


tice, on fighting campaign reform, and on 
suppression of liberties. Conversely, it means 
whether your tax dollars get invested in ed¬ 
ucation, childcare, job training, healthcare, 
and other ways to produce a happier society. 
Those enormously important finan¬ 
cial decisions will be made by candi¬ 
dates at all levels, and all are equally 
important. It is crucial to vote for Bar¬ 
bara Boxer to maintain some pru¬ 
dence in Washington; just as it is cru¬ 
cial to vote for Delaine Eastin as Cali- 
^ fornia Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction to maintain some 
sense in Sacramento; just as it 
is crucial to vote for Tom Am- 
miano to ensure integrity here 
in San Francisco. Surely if any of us had to 
hire caretakers for ourselves, people to 
whom had to would entrust our safety, our 
futures, our children, etc., we would take 
that very seriously. That is, in fact, what 
everyone does when Election Day comes.

Why I’m voting yes

|H J|| y parents grew up in the suburbs of 
Detroit, Michigan. As children, they 
1 t spent summer vacations with my 
grandparents exploring the lakes and forests 
of Leelanau County, a peninsula separating 
the main body of Lake Michigan from 
Grand Traverse Bay. After my parents mar¬ 
ried, they continued to vacation in Leelanau 
County and purchased an old cottage in a 
tiny village called Omena, some 20 miles 
north of Traverse City. 

I spent every childhood summer in 
Omena and still return as often as my 
schedule allows. Every time I return I am 
flooded with memories of my childhood 
summers on Grand Traverse Bay. Among 
those memories is the face of Eugene, my 
first friend in Leelanau County. Eugene 
lived two miles south of Omena in Pe- 
shawbestown. 

The Peshawbestown Reservation is 
home to a remnant of the once mighty 
Chippewa and Ottawa Nations. By the time 
my family first visited the area, the tribes’ 
holdings had been reduced to a few strips of 
land along the bay. Eugene knew the best 
places to fish, and showed me the old trails 
and ancient burial mounds in the woods 
behind our house. 

Peshawbestown in those days was a pret¬ 
ty dreadful place. Most of the Indian homes 
were little more than shacks, patched with 
tarpaper and corrugated metal. Many peo¬ 
ple lived in old trailers that were difficult to 
heat during the long winters and impossi¬ 
ble to cool during the hot, humid summers. 
Only a few homes had indoor plumbing. 
Many were without electricity. It was my 
first experience with the extreme poverty 


and despair of life on an Indian reservation. 

As we grew older, Eugene and I saw less 
of each other and finally lost contact. When 
I graduated from high school and realized 
that I was gay, I moved to San Francisco to 
become a part of the gay community and 
the gay rights movement. 1 still visited 
Omena when I could, but I never saw Eu¬ 
gene again. 

Omena has hardly changed at all in the 
years that have passed, but Pe¬ 
shawbestown has been utterly trans¬ 
formed. When the federal govern¬ 
ment recognized the right of Indi¬ 
an tribes to operate limited, regu¬ 
lated gaming on their own land, 
the Grand Traverse Band of 
Chippewa and Ottawa Indians 
opened a casino in Pe¬ 
shawbestown. With rev¬ 
enue from the casino, the 
tribe built new homes, 
got their people off wel¬ 
fare, and pumped money into health, edu¬ 
cation, and job training. Alcoholism and tu¬ 
berculosis were reduced, and programs es¬ 
tablished to combat domestic violence. In¬ 
dian children were again able to learn the 
languages of their ancestors. 

In 1991,1 spent several weeks in Lee¬ 
lanau County to help coordinate a display 
of the AIDS Memorial Quilt in Traverse 
City. On the last day of the display a closing 
ceremony was held at which local residents 
came to present the quilt panels they had 
made for their own loved ones. One by one, 
families approached the podium, unfolded 
their panels, and told the stories of their 
sons, daughters, friends, and lovers lost to 
AIDS. Among the panels presented that day 
was one made by members of the Grand 
Traverse Band of Indians. It was for my

friend, Eugene. 

After 25 years in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, I moved to Palm Springs, California, 
where I now reside. There is a large gay and 
lesbian community in Palm Springs and, 
once again, I am neighbors with casino-op¬ 
erating Indian tribes, the Agua Caliente 
Band of Cahuilla Indians and the Cabazon 
Band of Mission Indians. 

The Indians are good neighbors, and 
provide generous financial assistance to a 
long list of agencies and organizations serv¬ 
ing the entire community. The gay and les¬ 
bian community, in particular, ben- 
efits from a close relationship 
with the tribes. Both tribes are 
consistent supporters of the 
Desert AIDS Project and other 
AIDS service agencies, they 
are also sponsors of the 
Palm Springs Pride Cele¬ 
bration and are active 
members of our gay and 
lesbian business organization, the Desert 
Business Association. 

Indian casinos have elevated Native 
American people from poverty and despair, 
replacing welfare with good jobs and en¬ 
abling the tribes to preserve their culture. 

We can not change the past. We can not 
revive the vanished nations, can not retrieve 
the lost languages, can not undo the mur¬ 
derous history of Indian genocide. But we 
can change the future. We can ensure that 
the native people of this great state will live 
in prosperity on the land that they have in¬ 
habited for thousands of years. Please vote 
yes on Proposition 5. T

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Don’t vote for Teng! 

Perhaps it was the constant call of the value of 
“community” I so often heard at any of the recent 
protests, memorials and vigils for Matthew Shepard 
which makes me both angry and disappointed with 
last weeks B.A.R. election endorsement for Mabel 
Teng. And while I appreciate the caveats and explicit 
reservations which followed the asterisk accompany¬ 
ing her name, it is not nearly enough. 

Mabel Teng will never be remotely beneficial for 
our community. Besides the three significant caveats 
the B.A.R. cites (untruthfulness, divisiveness, and her 
unconcern for our community), Teng’s list of unsuit¬ 
able positions vis-a-vis the LGBT community in par¬ 
ticular and the need for an independent voice on the 
board in general include: attempting to derail a re¬ 
form campaign led by AIDS activists to ensure com¬ 
munity control of community-based nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations, supporting Mayor Brown’s attempts to 
frustrate voter-approved Proposition K to limit his 
control over Treasure Island, granting TCI a cable 
monopoly within the city, constantly excluding or re¬ 
stricting PWAs in her watered-down alternatives to 
meaningful housing bills introduced by Supervisors 
Tom Ammiano and Sue Bierman, and continuing to 
oppose the upcoming progressive voter-sanctioned 
reform back to district elections (which enabled Har¬ 
vey Milk’s election). 

During this campaign, she’s pocketed money from 
some of San Francisco’s worst sweatshops and, as the 
darling of big downtown corporate inter¬ 
ests, she’s raised twice as much money as M I 
Tom Ammiano. 

On the housing crisis, Teng continues 
to insist that the solution lies in building 
more affordable housing for seniors - and 
only seniors. Taken together, her record 
amounts to more than an oversimplis- 
tic attempt to paint her as simply “pro¬ 
landlord.” It runs much deeper and 
there is too much at stake in this upcoming election. 

With both Teng and Ammiano contesting the 
board presidency spot depending on who receives the 
most votes citywide, the stakes are very high indeed. 
The board president, the second most powerful elect¬ 
ed office in this city, sets the priorities for the legisla¬ 
tive branch through its appointments and committee 
assignments. In the hands of someone like Ammiano, 
it will be a welcome counter-balance to the will of the 
most powerful mayor San Francisco has seen in 25 
years.

Twice in the last 18 months, I have had the un¬ 
pleasant task of going to the Board of Supervisors on 
behalf of people with AIDS. The first time was to 
help people with AIDS defend themselves against 
being evicted from their apartments so that buildings 
could be sold to developers. The second time was to 
have the city guarantee some accountability for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS from charities that receive hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of taxpayer monies from the city. 

On both occasions, Mabel Teng was a major ob¬ 
stacle. On owner move-in evictions, Mabel original¬ 
ly co-sponsored the legislation, then voted against it, 
then introduced a weaker ordinance with no protec¬ 
tions for people with AIDS, then opposed Tom Am- 
miano’s amendment to add protections for people 
with AIDS to the ordinance, then, when the ordi¬ 
nance was ruled unconstitutional by the lowest court 
to hear a challenge of it, Teng opposed appealing the 
ordinance to a higher court. On the Nonprofit Sun¬ 
shine Ordinance, Teng attempted to kill the proposal 
through delay in the Finance Committee while telling 
a reporter for the San Francisco Independent that she 
was working on an “alternative” version of the ordi¬ 
nance - without talking to any of the client activists 
who had proposed the ordinance. When activists dis¬ 
rupted the Finance Committee in June, Teng publicly 
denied telling anyone she was working on a alterna¬ 
tive ordinance and was immediately called a liar by 
the reporter who happened to be in the room cover¬ 
ing the Finance Committee. Again, had it not been 
for Tom Ammiano, people with AIDS and clients of 
other nonprofits would have gotten nowhere with the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Teng has repeatedly shown she has little regard for 
the gay community, little regard for ordinary people 
in San Francisco, and little regard for the truth. While 
she publicly positions herself as a friend of tenants, a 
friend of the gay community, and a supervisor inde¬ 
pendent of Willie Brown, those who have tried work¬ 
ing with her closely on these issues know otherwise. 

Teng is on the ballot this November. When it real¬ 
ly mattered, and we needed her vote, she was not 
there for us. It is time for the gay community to re¬ 
turn the favor.

How sad that some gay and lesbian political orga¬ 
nizations would sell out people with AIDS and other 
disabilities for their own political agenda. Groups like 
the Alice B. Toklas Democratic Club who have en¬ 
dorsed Mabel Teng are clearly more interested in 
hedging their bets in the race for president of the 
Board of Supervisors than protecting the most vul¬ 
nerable individuals in our community from unrea¬ 
sonable eviction. 

Last fall when Supervisor Ammiano introduced 
legislation to protect seniors and the critically ill and 
disabled from being evicted under the owner move- 
in (OMI) law, Teng used her position as chair on the 
Finance Committee to block his resolution only to in¬ 
troduce her own watered-down version the next day 
that only protected seniors. She then agreed to allow 
Ammiano’s legislation to be merged with hers - but 
insisted that people who are critically ill or disabled 
(but not seniors) must have lived in their apartment 
for 10 years or more to qualify for this protection. Al¬ 
though this was eventually reduced to five years, one 
local study showed that no more than 18 percent of 
PWAs would qualify for this protection. And now 
Teng has come out against Proposition G, which 
would continue and strengthen the OMI protections 
passed last year in a city where less than 30 percent of 
us can afford to own our own homes and where the 
less than 1 percent vacancy rate has allowed landlords 
to operate as a virtual monopoly with little com¬ 
petition based on price. 

Her acts have shown how little she 
' cares about those most vulnerable in our 
community and how much she is in the 
pockets of real estate speculators and 
downtown corporations who have made 
the majority of her campaign contribu¬ 
tions. She has even accepted several 
thousand dollars from clothing manu¬ 
facturers, including at least seven that 
have been investigated by the Department of Labor 
for employee rights abuses. And guess which ethnic 
groups are over-represented in these “sweat shops?” 
Yes, certainly, many individuals within the city’s His¬ 
panic population work there but also many people 
from the Asian community. So what sort of person 
would sell out their own community as well as those 
individuals in our community in this way, and what 
sort of gay political organizations would support this 
person for supervisor? Individuals more interested in 
their own prestige and power than the welfare of the 
citizens of their own city and community. 

So please in the name of all those who were able to 
spend their last days in this beautiful, progressive, 
supportive city of ours and in the name of all of your 
friends, co-workers and partners who are currently 
disabled and facing life-threatening illnesses, say no 
to sell-outs, say no to Mabel Teng and take a stand for 
your community.

Voter frustration, in the meantime, led to 
the freeway retrofit proposal, Proposition H. After the 
passage of Proposition H, Caltrans determined that 
this proposal did not require an EIR and began prepa¬ 
rations to build a structure twice the width of the ex¬ 
isting freeway (no environmental impact?). 

Caltrans’ own study says the boulevard will dis¬ 
tribute traffic as well as, or better than, the retrofit. 
The boulevard is also cheaper than the retrofit and 
quicker to build. The retrofit will always be a seismic 
risk, an eyesore, and a source of blight. 

Market street, Hayes Valley, and, yes, the entire city 
will benefit from the boulevard plan. Yes on Proposi¬ 
tion E.

Tom Ammiano for 
board president

A : number of readers and 
friends have asked me in the 
i 1 past few weeks who I rec¬ 
ommend for the Board of Super¬ 
visors in this Tuesday’s election. 

This is an easy one: I’m voting 
for Tom Ammiano, Mark Leno, 
and Victor Marquez. That’s it; 
the rest of the ballot for the board 
stays blank. 

When the San Francisco 
Chronicle made endorsements for 
supervisor over the weekend, it 
claimed that only four candidates 
had the “experience” to deserve 
their endorsement; none of the 
gay candidates, incidentally, were 
among those the Chron consid¬ 
ered worthy of their endorsement. 
“ Experience ?” You tell me how 
anyone in this town can claim that 
Tom Ammiano doesn’t have the 
experience to be a supervisor - 
and, for my money and my vote, 
the unquestionable choice to be 
board president. 

Ammiano has been a big part 
of this city’s political life for al¬ 
most 30 years. He was elected to 
the school board, even having 
served as school board president. 
He’s served a full term on the 
Board of Supervisors - which is 
more than most of those candi¬ 
dates the Chron did endorse - and 
even before Tom was elected to 
any office, he was out there fight¬ 
ing against the forces that wanted 
lesbian and gay people to shut up 
and go back into the closet. 

In 1978, it was John Briggs 
and the hateful Briggs Initiative 
which sought to make a state law 
to fire all lesbian and gay school 
teachers. Tom stepped forward as 
an openly gay school teacher and 
personally took on Briggs and his 
discriminatory initiative. The de¬ 
feat of the Briggs Initiative that 
year was the very first time that 
our community defeated a Briggs 
or an Anita Bryant-type hate 
crime scheme at the ballot box. I 
personally remember only too 
well what a personal hero Tom 
became to the late Harvey Milk, 
who had made defeating the Brig¬ 
gs Initiative one of the top priori¬ 
ties for our community all across 
the. nation. 

A lot of people claim to have 
personally known Harvey, now 
dead for 20 years, but in fact I did 
know the man - he was one of my 
closest friends, and I can say with¬ 
out pause that Tom Ammiano is 
the one supervisor most like the 
Harvey Milk that I knew. Tom is 
at times, brassy, sassy, and un- 
apologetic about who he is and 
who we are; maybe that’s what 
some people can’t stand. If Har¬ 
vey Milk were among us today, I 
have no doubt at all that he would 
be cheering Tom Ammiano every 
step of the way; Ammiano is Har¬ 
vey Milk’s type of gay leader. 

Have you noticed the new bill¬ 
boards going up around town 
that read “Stop Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano,” and go on to add en¬ 
vironmentalists and the central 
freeway ballot measure? Well, let 
me assure you that the real mes¬ 
sage behind these billboards is a 
subtle one that tells us not to vote 
“for that homosexual supervisor 
Tom Ammiano.” 

Personally, I don’t agree with 
maybe half of the things that Tom 
does or the positions he takes, but 
one thing is sure, I know that Tom 
believes in what he says and he 


isn’t doing it because someone 
else behind the scenes is calling 
the shots. Even when I’ve disagree 
with Ammiano, I know he still has 
out city’s interest at heart. He 
wrote, and I opposed, a measure 
curbing the city’s political consul¬ 
tants. But one thing I did support 
was Tom’s consultant’s “Code of 
Conduct” that asks these same 
political consultants to reject ap¬ 
peals to homophobia. 

(Incidentally, Mabel 
Teng’s political consul¬ 
tant has refused to sign 
the pledge. Does that tell 
us something, or what? 

If Supervisor Teng is 
such a good friend of 
our communi¬ 
ty, why didn’t 
she demand 
that her con¬ 
sultant publicly 
sign a pledge against anti-gay 
prejudice in a race where she is 
running against an openly gay 
man for the board presidency?) 

Perhaps the Chron didn’t en¬ 
dorse Ammiano, a veteran of city 
politics, because he didn’t endorse 
what they wanted on the Sutro 
Tower, where they are, in fact, part 
owners. Maybe they didn’t like the 
fact that Ammiano has insisted on 
city contractors including domes¬ 
tic partners in health plans when 
they are offered to married cou¬ 
ples. Maybe they don’t like the fact 
that Tom regularly rides Muni, in¬ 
stead of just writing about it or

Lesbianism in 
these ear parts

H & i hen University of Texas 
researchers reported on 
subtle differences be¬ 
tween the inner ears of lesbians 
and heterosexual women earlier 
this year, the common reaction 
was puzzlement. What the 
media failed to make clear, how¬ 
ever, was the fact that their study 
was part of a broader inquiry 
into the role of prenatal hor¬ 
mones in the develop¬ 
ment of sexual ori¬ 
entation. So here’s 
my attempt to put their re¬ 
port in some kind of per¬ 
spective. 

There’s long been an idea 
that sexual orientation 
is influenced by expo¬ 
sure of the brain to 
hormones during 
some critical period 
of fetal development. 
Specifically, it’s been suggested 
that if the levels of testosterone 
and similar hormones (collec¬ 
tively called androgens) are low, 
as is usually the case with female 
fetuses, the fetus is predisposed 
to experience sexual attraction 
to men during adult life. If an¬ 
drogen levels are high, as is usu¬ 
ally the case with male fetuses, 
the fetus is predisposed to expe¬ 
rience sexual attraction to 
women. Homosexuality, by this 
theory, is partly or entirely the 
result of atypical levels of an¬ 
drogens before birth: higher 
than usual in female fetuses, and 
lower than usual in male fetus¬ 
es. 

Most of the evidence sup¬ 
porting this theory comes from 
experiments on laboratory ani¬ 
mals, and the relevance of such 
experiments to human sexuality 
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is uncertain. Furthermore, the 
evidence directly bearing on hu¬ 
mans has been gathered mostly 
in men. Yet there are differences 
between male and female sexu¬ 
ality that should make one cau¬ 
tious about drawing conclusions 
about women from results ob¬ 
tained in men: for example, 
there’s less exclusive homosexu¬ 
ality among women than among 
men, at least in contemporary 
Western societies. 

The one area of research that 
has bolstered the hor¬ 
monal theory 
for women is 
the study of a condition 
known as congenital 
adrenal hyperplasia (CAH). In 
this condition the adrenal 
glands secrete higher- 
than-usual levels of 
androgens during the 
later part of fetal life. 
Several studies, con¬ 
ducted both in the 
United States and in Europe, 
have reported that CAH women 
are more likely to experience 
same-sex attraction than com¬ 
parison groups of women, such 
as their unaffected sisters. 

Yet the CAH studies have 
limitations. For one thing, CAH 
is a rare condition: it may not be 
relevant to why most women 
have the sexual orientation they 
do. Also, CAH girls not uncom¬ 
monly have alterations of the 
genitalia, such as an enlarged cli¬ 
toris or partially fused labia. 
Some researchers have argued 
that the homosexual feelings ex¬ 
perienced by some CAH women 
are an indirect psychological 
consequence of these anatomi¬ 
cal changes, rather than being a 
direct effect of androgens on the 
developing brain. 

The Texas researchers (Den¬ 
nis McFadden and Edward Pasa- 
nen of U.T. Austin) did not study 
hormones directly, but focused 
on a phenomenon that is be¬ 
lieved to be influenced by hor¬ 
mones. If a brief click is generat¬ 
ed by an earphone placed in a 
person’s ear-canal, a weak “echo” 
can be picked up a fraction of a* 
second later by a microphone 
placed in the same ear-canal. It’s 
actually not a simple echo; 
rather, it’s a sound produced by 
the sensory apparatus of the 
inner ear as a by-product of the 
work it does translating the click 
into nerve signals. It’s known as 
an otoacoustic emission. 

Women have stronger otoa¬ 
coustic emissions than men, on 
average. This difference may be 
related to the fact that women, 
in general, have slightly more 


sensitive hearing than men. The 
difference in the strength of the 
emissions is seen very early in 
life, and seems to be due to dif¬ 
ferences in the exposure of the 
developing ear to androgens 
during fetal life: high androgen 
levels decrease the strength of 
the emissions. The evidence in 
support of this notion comes 
from experiments on twins. Mc¬ 
Fadden and Pasanen found that 
women who, as fetuses, shared 
the uterus with a male twin had 
weaker emissions than women 
who had a female twin or who 
were not twins at all. Their in¬ 
terpretation is that androgens 
produced by the male fetus 
spread to the female fetus, caus¬ 
ing her ears to develop in a 
“masculine” fashion. 

The key result, however, 
came from comparisons of the 
otoacoustic emissions produced 
by women of differing sexual 
orientation. The researchers 
found that these emissions were 
significantly weaker in lesbians 
and bisexual women than in 
heterosexual women (but still 
not as weak as in men). As the 
most likely interpretation of this 
finding, the researchers suggest 
that high levels of androgens in 
female fetuses have at least two 
effects: they cause both the inner 
ears and the brain centers con¬ 
cerned with sexual attraction to 
develop in a partially atypical 
fashion. 

The findings complement the 
CAH research in two respects. 
First, they relate to “convention¬ 
al” lesbians and bisexual 
women, not just to women with 
an unusual condition. And sec¬ 
ond, the difference in otoa¬ 
coustic emissions seems unlike¬ 
ly to result from psycho-social 
or environmental influences. If 
McFadden and Pasanen’s find¬ 
ings are confirmed, they will 
strengthen the notion that bio¬ 
logical factors, such as prenatal 
hormone levels, play a role in 
the development of female sex¬ 
ual orientation, just as they seem 
to do in men. ▼

At the 
epd of the episode, the teacher 
asked the two boys how their 
wedding went. They responded, 
“We decided on casual ... by the 
sea ... just close friends and fam¬ 
ily 

“That way we can spend more 
money on the honeymoon.” 

Please thank Dawson’s Creek 
for remembering that gay couples 
are also family, and make up a 
piece of our diverse society. Also, 
thank them for presenting the sto¬ 
ryline in a fair and honest man¬ 
ner, and for including it in an ed¬ 
ucational setting, where the dis¬ 
cussion of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) issues 
can be difficult and controversial.

Steve, upset that anyone would 
tell him what establishments he 
can and cannot frequent, invited 
some of his transgender friends to 
the bar a few nights later. Drew 
and Steve soon fought over the 
bar’s new patrons. While the cast¬ 
ing of Steve’s “cross-dressing” 
friends was a bit off base, the 


overall episode was exemplary. 

Last month GLAAD contacted 
the producers of the show, who 
provided a script followed by a 
rough-cut of the episode. 
Throughout the monthlong com¬ 
munication, the production team 
at The Drew Carey Show made it 
clear that they wanted the repre¬ 
sentation of Steve Carey to be as 
fair and accurate as possible. 
Much to their credit, the sitcom 
has done more for American tele¬ 
vision audiences’ understanding 
of cross-dressers than any other 
sitcom in recent TV history.

Candi’s ‘Hello, Columbus’ 
gets too-kind Dispatch 

In an October 16 story on a 
visit by radical religious 
spokesperson John Paulk, the 
Columbus [Ohio] Dispatch took 
up Paulk’s anti-gay rhetoric of 
conversion without looking too 
closely at what he’s selling. The 
story, “Converted gay drag queen 
[sic] says others can change, too” 
came on the heels of a November 
conference Paulk is organizing for 
educators, as part of his work for 
the religious political extremist 
group Focus on the Family.

LGBT or questioning youth were 
interviewed, letting Paulk’s state¬ 
ments about youth who are coun¬ 
seled stand unopposed, and giv¬ 
ing readers no idea of the difficul¬ 
ties LGBT young people face in 
schools. Paulk’s contention that 
lesbians and gay men can be 
“changed” was given wide play, 
but the voluminous scientific and 
psychiatric evidence against 
“reparative” or “conversion thera¬ 
py” goes unmentioned. No one 
who has gone through this thera¬ 
py, and come to find out how 
damaging it is, has a voice to 
counteract Paulk’s. 

Please contact the Columbus 
Dispatch and let them know when 
writing stories about the cam¬ 
paign being waged against the 
LGBT community in this country, 
the responsible way to do it is by 
including the voices of those 
under fire, so that there is real 
fairness and balance on the sub¬ 
ject.

In the aftermath of the murder 
of Matthew Shepard at the hands 


of two Wyoming men, the cover¬ 
age devoted to hate crimes legis¬ 
lation, the state of living as a les¬ 
bian or gay man in America, and 
the vigils that have been held 
around the country in his memo¬ 
ry have confirmed this event as a 
watershed moment for the LGBT 
community.

• The New York Times: The 
“gray lady’s” continuing coverage 
of both the immediate and more 
far-reaching implications of the 
Shepard murder has been exem¬ 
plary. Articles have included ex¬ 
cellent reporting by James Brooke 
from the scene; analysis of the im¬ 
pact of Matthew Shepard’s death 
on local communities; an opinion 
piece by acclaimed writer David 
Leavitt; another weekend opinion 
piece which shone as some of the 
finest writing ever done on LGBT 
issues in a mainstream outlet; a 
Week In Review piece on hate 
crimes; and in-depth coverage of 
the New York City memorial, 
which was met by hundreds of 
police in riot gear, and resulted in 
numerous injuries and arrests.

• Mona Charen: Yet again, syn¬ 
dicated columnist Mona Charen 
managed to take what was an im¬ 
portant moment for the LGBT 
community, and twist it to serve 
her own virulently anti-gay agen¬ 
da.

that there’s little or no evidence 
that Shepard’s murder was moti¬ 
vated by bias; and that “gay ac¬ 
tivists” are the haters, not the 
hated. In place of a well-reasoned 
argument for her opinion based 
on evidence, analysis, and logic, 
Charen has simply trotted out the 
old tried and true “blame the vic¬ 
tim” strategy that seems to pass, at 
least for her, as a way to hurt the 
very people who question again, 
in light of Laramie, whether or 
not they’re safe in their own 
hometowns.

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Halloween is on the way

he Castro, Polk, and Folsom 
areas will soon be the scene 
of annual Halloween festivi¬ 
ties. The officers of the SFPD will 
be on hand to ensure the safety of 
the folks who take to the streets to 
party. Secure your wallets and 
don’t carry excessive cash. Don’t 
share drinks on the streets in the 
event that the drink is spiked. 
Take public transportation and 
secure your cars with a club or 
safety lock of some type. 

Bartenders beware: Pay special 
attention when a person enters 
your bar with any type of open or 
closed beverage container. There 
have been isolated incidents of 
people ingesting GHB, or Gamma 
Hydroxy Buterate, in the South of 
Market area. Many of these peo¬ 
ple have had their drinks spiked 
and had no idea their drink con¬ 
tained GHB. Take no chances: in¬ 
sist that patrons leave containers 
at the bar and avoid a potentially 
serious problem. This clear, taste¬ 
less solution is a silent killer. 


A special note to merchants 
(and not just for Halloween 
week): Do not offer shelter to a 
suspect who runs into your bar or 
store to evade police. Otherwise, 
you may make yourself a party to 
the crime without knowing it and 
you could face criminal charges. 

Also, watch the people who 
ejiter your shop and keep an eye 
on the suspended planters 
that you may have hang¬ 
ing from the ceiling. It 
may sound crazy, but 
those planters are 
likely places to stash 
drugs. It has been 
done in the past, 
and the merchants 
became the sus¬ 
pects. If you find 
something in your 
store that appears 
suspicious, do not touch it. Call 
the police and make a report. Be¬ 
ware also of syringes that may be 
in rest room trash containers. For 
your safety, you may want to get a 
sharps container from a medical 
supply center. Safely dispose of 
the discarded syringe. Issue heavy 


duty gloves to your employees, 
and report all needle sticks. 

POLK STREET AREA 
Robbery in Hemlock Alley 

Friday, October 21, 10:15 p.m., 
Hemlock Alley Between Polk and 
Larkin. Two men, one armed with 
a sjjiot gun, approached an atten¬ 
dant at a parking garage and 
ordered him to hand over 
the cash that was se¬ 
cured in a metal box. 
The pair made off 
with $200 and fled the 
scene to a black BMW 
parked in the alley- 
way. Eyewitnesses 
told police officers, 
who were on the 
scene within min¬ 
utes of the silent 
alarm, that the car traveled north 
on Polk Street. No one was hurt 
during this incident. 

Batteries not precluded 

Tuesday, October 2010:30p.m., 
Polk Street Between Sutter and 
California. A male in his mid-20s, 


described as being 5’8” in height 
and weighing 150 to 155 lbs., al¬ 
legedly battered three men in the 
course of one hour in this area. 
Unfortunately, none of the vic¬ 
tims made a complaint to the po¬ 
lice department because of fear of 
retaliation. A suspect matching 
the description of the assailant 
was taken into police custody at 1 
a.m. October 21, for being drunk 
in public. Because there is no for¬ 
mal arrest for this charge, his 
name was not released. The im¬ 
portant thing in this case is that 
he has been identified, and should 
be aware that he is only a stranger 
once to the officers in the area. 

According to Sherman Acker- 
son at the SFPD Office of Public 
Affairs, “This is the type of activi¬ 
ty that the people who live in the 
neighborhood do not have to tol¬ 
erate. The SFPD should have been 
notified and witnesses should 
have stepped forward. Thankful¬ 
ly, the victims were not seriously 
injured, but the intent was there 
and that is all we need. If there is 
no complainant, we don’t have a 
crime.” 


Beware of Mr. Right 

Be aware of some men in the 
area who are out for nothing 
more than a fast buck. There have 
been incidents recently where 
men who left neighborhood bars 
with “Mr. Right” were lured into 
alleyways and robbed on the way 
home. The elderly and those who 
have been drinking heavily are at 
high risk. Notify the bartender if 
you’re leaving with a stranger, and 
have some idea of what you are 
getting into when you invite a 
stranger into your home. 

CASTRO STREET AREA 
Near suicide squeeze 

Friday, October 23, 11:14p.m., 
12th and Division. Police re¬ 
sponded to a “Threat of Suicide” 
call from a private residence. A 
friend of the person in question 
notified police that the man was 
in his second-story flat and had a 
shot gun. He had been in the state 
of depression all day and spoke of 
suicide. A perimeter was set up 
around the building and the com¬ 
mand center was located in a rear 
parking lot. The officer in charge 
attempted to contact and negoti¬ 
ate with the person by phone, 
with no success. The decision 
came shortly after midnight to 
ram the rear door of the unit and 
extract the person in the resi¬ 
dence. The officers and K9 unit of 
the entry team rushed the resi¬ 
dence and removed the man in 
distress to safety without incident. 
A loaded shot gun was at the feet 
of the man as officers entered. He 
was taken to the San Francisco 
General Hospital for immediate 
psychiatric evaluation. The SFPD 
thanks the people in the area for 
their cooperation.

Mike Flannigan, the suspect in 
custody for the recent rash of hot 
prowl burglaries in the Castro, is 
awaiting the decision of District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan’s of¬ 
fice. Flannigan’s parole has been 
revoked but a hearing date has 
not been set.

Muni dominates mayor’s 
State of City address

more subdued and unusu- 
J||| ally humble Mayor Willie 
H Brown delivered his third 
State of the City address Monday, 
October 26 before a packed house 
of about 900 elected and appoint¬ 
ed officials, city commissioners, 
educators, business leaders, and 


others at Herbst Theatre. The 
mayor admitted his famous cam¬ 
paign promise to fix Muni within 
100 days of taking office was “a 
mistake,” but pledged the belea¬ 
guered transit system that serves 
680,000 riders a day “will be 
fixed.” 

Muni dominated the mayor’s 
talk, but he also spent some of his 
one-hour speech on other issues, 
including the homeless, public 
safety, and the economy. 

A stark State of the City report 
that listed goals, actions, and next 
steps for almost 150 specific issues 


kinks in Muni Metro’s new auto¬ 
mated train control system, 
Brown said Muni “was at the end 
of the line” when he took office in 
January 1996. Since then, a suc¬ 
cession of improvements have 
taken place, he said, but the 
agency still has a long way to go. 
Part of the solution will come 
from a Muni Recovery Team, he 
said, made up of top city leaders 
who will meet at least twice a 
week, along with assistance from 
people outside of city govern¬ 
ment. 

“That’s not privatization,” the 


Mayor Brown said a dramatic 
change has occurred in the Castro, 
where gays didn't always trust 
police officers and the department 
has had a spotty history. ‘‘Now, 
there’s a working relationship,” 
said Brown of improved police- 
citizen relations in the 
predominantly gay area of the city. 


affecting San Francisco replaced 
the glossy, photo-laden report of 
last year. Also unlike last year, the 
mayor cracked very few jokes; he 
praised the work of many city of¬ 
ficials, including members of the 
Board of Supervisors, Muni chief 
Emilio Cruz, Treasurer Susan 
Leal, and City Attorney Louise 
Renne. 

“Yes, it’s 1,000 days, 10 times 
longer [than 100 days]. It [the 
promise] was rather foolish of 
me. It was a mistake, but Muni 
will be fixed,” Brown said. 

From ordering more transit 
vehicles, to filling some 200 va¬ 
cant positions, to working out the

mayor said, adding that measured 
dates will be targeted for specific 
improvements. Additionally, an 
aggressive training and recruit¬ 
ment program will be instituted 
so that vacancies at Muni will be 
filled in all departments, includ¬ 
ing personnel, training, and dri¬ 
vers. 

Working in the Castro 

Regarding public safety, Brown 
said a dramatic change has oc¬ 
curred in the Castro, where gays 
didn’t always trust police officers 
and the department has had a 
spotty history. “Now, there’s a 
working relationship,” said Brown 
of improved police-citizen rela¬ 
tions in the predominantly gay 
area of the city. The Castro has 
regular beat officers. 

Brown also said that police of¬ 
ficers regularly ride Muni 
throughout the city, and there’s 
been more emphasis on commu¬ 
nity policing in the Tenderloin. 
The department also better re¬ 
flects the diversity of San Francis¬ 
co residents and the department 
is fully staffed for the first time in 
years. According to Police Chief 
Fred Lau, overall crime is down by 
14 percent in the city, the mayor 
said. 

In terms of the homeless issue, 
Brown strongly outlined areas of 
enforcement. “If you defecate on 
the street or urinate, you’re going 
to get popped and prosecuted.... 
I want to be stubborn about this,” 
he said. Brown also outlined im¬ 
provements in services for the 
homeless, including what he 
called a “humane” approach to 
the problem by increasing capac¬ 
ity of shelter beds to 2,000 by the 
year 2000, and increased services 
for substance abuse treatment on 
demand to help those who are 
homeless substance abusers. 

The mayor did not mention 
the troubled San Francisco 49er’s 
stadium and mall project. He was 
upbeat about the city’s overall 
condition. “This city is safe, this 
city is sound, this city is strong. 
It’s an ideal place in which to re¬ 
side, raise a family, invest, or edu¬ 
cate yourself,” said Brown. ▼

Till death do us part? 

State retirement system difficult for gays

^ {, embers of California Pub¬ 
lic Employees Retirement 
fl System (CalPERS) who 
designate a domestic partner for 
certain retirement benefits are held 
to a lifetime contract, a very differ¬ 
ent situation than that faced by 
heterosexuals, whose spouses can 
be changed if their marriages end. 

“As a general rule, [a domestic 
partner designation] is not revo¬ 
cable except in certain, somewhat 
unusual circumstances,” said Ed 
Fong, a spokesperson for 
CalPERS. 

At the time of retirement, each 
member must choose an option 
specifying how their benefits will 
be paid for the remainder of their 
life. One category allows the 
member to designate that lifetime 
monthly benefits will be paid to a 
beneficiary and will be deducted 
from the members monthly re¬ 
tirement amount. 


Any person can be so designat¬ 
ed: brother, aunt, spouse, child, 
the neighborhood grocery clerk, 
or a domestic partner. An actuar¬ 
ial formula, or insurance industry 
calculation based on statistics re¬ 
lated to life expectancy, is used to 
determine the amount and num¬ 
ber of payments based on the age 
of both the beneficiary and the 
member as well as the specifics of 
the member’s benefits. 

That designation cannot be 
changed except under very specif¬ 
ic and limited “qualifying events” 
such as death of the beneficiary, 
marriage after retirement, or di¬ 
vorce. 

Thus, if a CalPERS member 
divorces their beneficiary, the 
monthly payment can be stopped 
and the beneficiary changed; 
however, it the member ends a re¬ 
lationship with a domestic part¬ 
ner, that person will continue to 
receive benefits for the rest of 
their life even if the member ob¬ 
jects. 


Fong specified that the rules 
governing this situation can only 
be changed by the California Leg¬ 
islature. So while the issue of 
same-sex marriages is being de¬ 
cided in legislatures and voting 
booths around the country, 
CalPERS has apparently deter¬ 
mined domestic partner relation¬ 
ship in retirement a lifelong com¬ 
mitment. 

Although there are other op¬ 
tions regarding the payment pf 
benefits, this situation applies to all 
of the options that permit a life¬ 
time monthly payment to some¬ 
one of the member’s choosing. 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden is interest¬ 
ed in pursuing the matter further. 

“If it needs a legislative reme¬ 
dy, I have an interest in examining 
the issue,” Migden told the Bay 
Area Reporter through a 
spokesperson. “It is not only un¬ 
fair to domestic partners; it is un¬ 
fair in a wide range of relation¬ 
ships.” ▼

Congress departs, 
with minimal damage

J|% ongress staggered home on 
October 21 to the grateful 
' I# sighs of most Americans. 
Lesbians and gays joined that 
chorus for, despite all of the 
rhetoric and posturing, the final 
product of anti-gay legislation 
was remarkably small. 

The high point was a 252-175 
rout of the Hefley amendment on 
the floor of the House on August 
5. It would have rolled back Pres¬ 
ident Clinton’s executive order 
standardizing protection for gays 
and lesbians in the federal work¬ 
place. 

“It was an incredible victory, it 
certainly was historic,” said Win¬ 
nie Stachelberg, political director 
of the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC). “It was the first time the 
House of Representatives, and a 
fairly conservative House at that, 
has made clear that discrimina¬ 
tion against gays and lesbians is 
not to be tolerated.” 

Log Cabin Republican Execu¬ 
tive Director Rich Tafel joined in 
calling the vote “historic.” Per¬ 
haps a dozen Republicans consis¬ 
tently vote in support of gay is¬ 
sues but on the Hefley amend¬ 
ment that swelled to 63, and “key 


conservative Republicans spoke 
up for us” on the floor of the 
House. “It sent a message to the 
leadership of the party that when 
they bring up these things they 
are going to get their hands 
burned,” Tafel said. 

The House passed the anti-gay 
Riggs amendment by only two 
votes. It would block a require¬ 
ment by the City of San Francis¬ 
co that companies doing business 
with it offer domestic partners 
benefits. And that body adopted 
the L’Argent amendment, which 
had the effect of blocking “gay 
adoption” in the District of Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The Senate never considered 
these measures and they were 
dropped in the three cornered ne¬ 
gotiations between the two cham¬ 
bers and the White House over 
the catchall omnibus budget bill 
that preoccupied Washington 
over the last few weeks. 

Stachelberg said, “While we 
haven’t moved backwards, we 
haven’t moved forward either.” 
She was disappointed that the 
Hate Crimes Prevention Act did 
not pass even after Matthew 
Shepard’s death. She hopes that 
this legislation and the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA) pass in the next Con¬ 


gress. 

HIV/AIDS programs received 
“an unprecedented level of new 
funding,” said Jeff Jacobs, director 
of government affairs at the AIDS 
Action Council. The full House 
cut $10 million in new funding 
for the Housing Opportunities 
for People with AIDS (HOPWA) 
program, but that was restored in 
what he called “the millions from 
heaven” in the omnibus bill. 

Cornelius Baker, executive di¬ 
rector of the National Association 
of People With AIDS (NAPWA), 
likewise praised the increase in 
funding. His disappointments in¬ 
cluded the administration’s back¬ 
ing down on funding needle ex¬ 
change programs to reduce trans¬ 
mission of HIV, and Congress’s 
imposition of a ban on local 
funding of those programs in the 
District of Columbia. 

Jacobs rued spending “a great 
deal of our time countering hos¬ 
tile initiatives such as those put 
forward by Rep. [Tom] Coburn 
[R-Oklahoma] regarding preven¬ 
tion, surveillance, and testing of 
newborns.” However, enough 
questions about issues surround¬ 
ing names reporting were raised 
in a September hearing “to keep 
the issue from surfacing in the 
omnibus bill.” ▼

HRC endorses D’Amato

/; ew York Republican Sena¬ 

tor Alfonse M. D’Amato 
J has won the endorsement 
of the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), in his bid for re-election. 
It comes after a bitter political 
struggle fought within the com¬ 
munity and HRC, behind the 
scenes and in the pages of both 
the gay and mainstream press. 

Supporters of his Democrat¬ 
ic opponent, Representative 
Charles E. Schumer, argued that 
he has a better record than 
D’Amato. But the areas of 
strongest difference, such as 
abortion, often were tangential 
to HRC’s core issue of equality 
for gays and lesbians. 

They also criticized the sena¬ 
tor for not strong-arming the 
Republican state senate into 
passing gay rights legislation. 
D’Amato wrote a letter to mem¬ 
bers of that body supporting the 
bill, but it was bottled up by 
procedural measures. 

The White House lobbied 
hard for Schumer, as did leaders 
of many gay groups in New 
York. According to the New York 
Times, one member of HRC’s 
board, Marylouise Oates, even 
resigned in protest after the de¬ 
cision. She is heterosexual and 
married to Robert Shrum, a 
leading Democratic media con¬ 
sultant. 

HRC’s decision came after an 
October 20 conference call 
where the board of directors 
voted 15-7 for the endorsement. 
Later that day HRC took the un¬ 
usual step of posting on its web¬ 
site (www.hrc.org) a. three-page 
“open letter” explaining its deci¬ 
sion. 

HRC’s general policy is to 
“reward the incumbent for sup¬ 


porting the cause of gay and les¬ 
bian equality while in that of¬ 
fice.” It rejects the option of dual 
endorsement or no endorse¬ 
ment “when the record and offi¬ 
cial position of more than one 
candidate is exemplary.” In 1996 
it supported Massachusetts in¬ 
cumbent Democratic Senator 
John Kerry over pro-gay Repub¬ 
lican Governor William Weld. 

Al’s pluses 

D’Amato spoke out in favor 
of allowing gays to serve in the 
military, even while President 
Clinton was abandoning the 
issue. He has pushed for confir¬ 
mation of James Hormel as am¬ 
bassador to Luxembourg, and 
worked actively to increase 
funding for AIDS above the lev¬ 
els requested by the White 
House. D’Amato has done virtu¬ 
ally everything that HRC has 
asked of him. 

“In short, his record is 
among one of the best in the 
United States Senate at this 
time,” said HRC. “To change our 
rules or precedents at this mo¬ 
ment, or to withhold support of 
Senator D’Amato because his 
opponent is a friend of our 
cause, would meet the test not of 
honor but of hypocrisy.” 

The broader message is that 
“at a time when the Republican 
leadership itself has aggressively 
demeaned gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple, we hope this endorsement 
tells Republican candidates that 
if they oppose the bigotry of ex¬ 
tremism and the ignorance of 
their leadership, they can look to 
us for support.” 

Steve Gunderson, a former 
Republican congressman and 
current member of the HRC 
board, said it was “a very 
painful” step for some of the 
Democratic members to take. 


“There never was a question of 
not endorsing D’Amato.” He has 
“a voting record better than 
[Democratic Minority Leader 
Tom] Daschle, because he has 
co-sponsored ENDA. Better 
than [New York Democrat 
Daniel] Moynihan, better than 
[Connecticut Democrat Joseph] 
Lieberman.” 

The option came down to en¬ 
dorsing D’Amato or an endorse¬ 
ment of both candidates. Gun¬ 
derson argued that HRC had to 
respond “the same way you re¬ 
sponded to Weld. Consistently.” 

Gay, lesbian, 
bipartisan... 

This was “one of the most 
challenging decisions the board 
has had to make,” said HRC’s 
political director Winnie 
Stachelberg. “It’s a testament to 
the maturity of the organization 
and our community.” She said 
that most callers understand the 
bipartisan mission of HRC. “If 
we are going to move legislation 
forward, it is going to be with 
Democrats and Republicans.” 

Rich Tafel, executive director 
of Log Cabin Republicans, 
praised the endorsement. “This 
marks a real step forward for 
HRC,” he said. “It’s a clear sign 
that our movement is maturing 
and realizing the importance of 
working with - not against - the 
Republican Party.” Republicans 
are likely to control the U.S. 
Senate for at least the next four 
years. 

D’Amato’s campaign eagerly 
embraced the support. Most po¬ 
litical observers believe it will 
sway few gay or lesbian voters 
but it may contribute to D’Ama¬ 
to’s image as a centrist among 
independents. And in an election 
that polls show at a statistical 
dead heat, every vote counts. T

The following is a brief summary only; see full prescribing information for complete product information. _ 

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF ANTIRETROVIRAL NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING 
ZIDOVUDINE AND LAMIVUDINE (SEE WARNINGS). _ 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment ot HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mrrf at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise evi¬ 
denced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 1 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including zidovu¬ 
dine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associat¬ 
ed with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recur¬ 
rent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic poten¬ 
tial at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximate¬ 
ly three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in off¬ 
spring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures approxi¬ 
mately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase 
in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. 
These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second 
study administered zidovudine at maximum toferated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase 
in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose 
level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transforma¬ 
tion assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA syn¬ 
thesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*'- mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using 
cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*- mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transfor¬ 
mation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronu¬ 
cleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment ol Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of terato¬ 
genicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult 
dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxici¬ 
ty as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma con¬ 
centrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an addi¬ 
tional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caqsed marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations.' This dose resulted in peak zidovu¬ 
dine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR® 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1-800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR :Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers sub¬ 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a poten¬ 
tial for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following events have been 
identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of 
unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to a combination 
of their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. 

Endocrine and Metabolic: Hyperglycemia. 

General: Sensitization reactions (including anaphylaxis), vasculitis. 

Hepatobiliary Tract and Pancreas: Lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), pancreatitis. 
Musculoskeletal: Muscle weakness with CPK elevation, rhabdomyolysis. 

Nervous: Seizures. 

Skin: Alopecia, erythema multiforme, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, urticaria. 

OVERDOSAGE: 

COMBIVIR: There is no known antidote for COMBIVIR. 

Lamivudine: One case of an adult ingesting 6 grams of lamivudine was reported; there were no clinical signs or symptoms noted 
and hematologic tests remained normal. It is not known whether lamivudine can be removed by peritoneal dialysis or hemodialysis. 
Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures 
up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologicxhanges were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily.

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Medical pot users file class action suit

A U.S. District Court in 
Philadelphia last Wednes¬ 
day, October 21 heard the 
first arguments in a class action 
suit challenging the federal gov¬ 


ernment’s prohibition on the use 
of medical cannabis. 

The lawsuit - Kuromiya vs. the 
U.S. - involves 166 plaintiffs from 
49 states (the Action Class for 
Freedom of Therapeutic 
Cannabis). They claim to repre¬ 
sent an estimated 97 million

resident Clinton has de- 
■' dared the AIDS epidemic 
H in racial and ethnic minor¬ 
ity communities a “severe and on¬ 
going health crisis,” and on 
Wednesday, October 28 an¬ 
nounced an additional $156 mil¬ 
lion, in addition to the $262 mil¬ 
lion already approved, to combat 
the spread of the disease.. 

Officials cited the dispropor¬ 
tionate number of AIDS cases 
among blacks and Hispanics, not¬ 
ing that though overall AIDS 
deaths have declined for two years, 
AIDS remains the leading killer of 
black men ages 25 to 44 and the 
second leading killer of black 
women in the same age group. 

The White House said blacks 


comprise more than 40 percent of 
all new HIV/AIDS cases, and 
black women make up 60 percent I 
of female cases. Hispanics, who 
make up about 10 percent of the 
population, nevertheless repre¬ 
sent more than 20 percent of new 
HIV/AIDS cases. 

Officials said more than two- 
thirds of the $156 million was ap¬ 
proved in the recent omnibus ap¬ 
propriations bill, with the rest 
being drawn from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices’ (HHS) budget. 

The money will go to new pre¬ 
vention efforts among minorities, 
improved access to HIV/AIDS 
drug treatments, and training for 
health professionals who treat the 
disease. HHS will make Crisis Re¬ 
sponse teams available to a num¬ 
ber of highly affected areas. T 


Louisiana gays take 
sodomy law to court

G ay rights advocates are going to court in New Orleans in an 
attempt to overturn Louisiana’s sodomy law. 

Opponents opened arguments Monday, October 26 that 
the minimum five-year prison term illegally invades gays’ privacy. 
Louisiana is one of only 13 states that retain any version of the law 
on their books. 

A total of 33 states have abandoned the law over the years, which 
in Louisiana prohibits both anal or oral sex between couples, no 
matter whether they are homosexual or heterosexual. 

Lawyers for the state attorney general’s office will argue that the 
state has the right to prohibit immoral conduct and impose penal¬ 
ties for it. 

An injunction barring enforcement has been in effect for every 
parish in the state except Jefferson since 1994, with the ban against 
enforcement only recently extended to that parish by Judge Robert 
Murphy. 

A tourism official is expected to testify that New Orleans could 
lose millions unless the law is repealed. Gays and lesbians are ex¬ 
pected to tell tales of fear and discrimination. 

On the government’s side, the leader of an organization will tes¬ 
tify that his group helps gays and lesbians become heterosexuals 
and claims people choose to be gay. 

The action is taking place at Civil District Court in New Orleans, 
with gays claiming that even though the law is not being enforced, 
its existence makes discrimination against them more likely. T 



Americans who use medicinal 
marijuana to help stimulate their 
appetite to prevent wasting, re¬ 
lieve the effects of nausea due to 
chemotherapy, reduce high eye 
pressure related to glaucoma, or 
for other medical purposes. 

The plaintiffs assert that the 
government’s medical marijuana 
ban is unconstitutional, and vio¬ 
lates the first, fourth, sixth, eighth, 
ninth, and 10th amendments. In 
particular, plaintiffs claim that the 
prohibition violates their rights to 
due process and equal protection 
under the law. 

According to plaintiffs’ attor¬ 
ney Lawrence Elliott Hirsch, 
“There can be no more cruel and 
unusual punishment than to de¬ 
prive a seriously ill or disabled 
person of the only remedy that 
has been found to work.” 

The lead plaintiff in the suit, 
Kiyoshi Kuromiya, is a longtime 
AIDS activist who uses medical 
cannabis to help control HlV-re- 
lated wasting. Kuromiya and sev¬ 
eral other plaintiffs detailed their 
personal experiences using medi¬ 
cinal marijuana and how it has 


helped them deal with various 
maladies. He stated that the Mari- 
nol pill, which contains a synthe¬ 
sized analogue of an active ingre¬ 
dient of marijuana, did not work 
for him because pill-taking trig¬ 
gered his nausea and it takes up to 
an hour for Marinol’s effects to 
kick in. 

‘Quite supportive’ judge 

According to a report from 
Hirsch, District Court Judge Mar¬ 
vin Katz denied the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s motion to have the case 
dismissed on the grounds that the 
government is within its rights to 
regulate drugs as interstate com¬ 
merce. 

In response to a question from 
the judge, federal attorneys ac¬ 
knowledged that the government 
does provide medical cannabis to 
eight patients, the few that remain 
from an earlier compassionate use 
program. According to Kuromiya, 
the presence of the compassionate 
use program “collapses in one fell 
swoop the government’s argu¬ 
ment that marijuana is not thera¬ 
peutically effective,” and “flies in 


the face of [drug czar General 
Barry] McCaffrey’s statement that 
there is scientific proof of the un¬ 
worthiness of cannabis as a thera¬ 
peutic treatment for any condi¬ 
tion.” 

Likening the situation to the 
unfairness of providing morphine 
for pain relief to only eight peo¬ 
ple, the judge proposed a settle¬ 
ment in which the federal govern¬ 
ment would enroll the plaintiffs in 
the cannabis compassionate use 
program. The attorney for the 
federal government said the pro¬ 
posal was costly and unaccept¬ 
able. The plaintiffs’ attorney will 
poll the Action Class to determine 
whether members will accept the 
settlement. 

Kuromiya characterized Katz 
as “quite supportive,” and said 
that the Action Class has “cleared 
its first hurdle.” The plaintiffs will 
file an amendment to their law¬ 
suit, and the government will have 
60 days to respond. Both sides 
were asked by the judge to provide 
additional information, including 
scientific data related to the med¬ 
icinal use of cannabis. ▼

B oth vehicular and public transit around the Castro and Civic 
Center will be significantly affected by Halloween celebra¬ 
tions this weekend. 

On Friday night, the San Francisco Police Department (SFPD) 
will be prepared to close Castro Street from Market to 19th Street, 
and 18th Street from Hartford to Coilingwood. 

All attempts will be made to keep Market Street open on Fri¬ 
day; however SFPD expects that it will be blocked on Saturday from 
Noe to Diamond streets, and Castro Street will be dosed from 16th 
to 19th streets. 

Of course, the streets around the Civic Center will be dosed on 
Saturday night including Polk, McAllister, Larkin, and Grove. 

The Castro Muni station will be closed at 8 p.m. on Saturday at 
the request of the SFPD; although the subway will operate at the 
other stations until midnight. 

Other Muni lines that will be rerouted on Saturday night in¬ 
clude the 24 Divisadero, 33 Stanyon, 35 Eureka, 37 Corbett, L Tar- 
aval owl service, 5 Fulton, 19 Polk, and 21 Hayes. 

Muni will also operate two spedai shuttles on Halloween night; 
the 87 Civic Center Shuttle will provide service every 10 minutes 
from 6:30 p.m. and midnight between Market and Eighth streets 
and Castro or Noe and 17th streets; people will be serviced by a 
special 69 Castro shuttle from 11:30 p.m. to 1:30 a.m. from Market 
and Eighth streets, via Market, into the Castro as far as street clo¬ 
sures allow. 

The Civic Center will be posted with “No Parking” signs, but 
streets in the Castro will not designated as such since there is not an 
“official” event. Residents seeking to park in the area once barricades 
are up will be required to show a driver’s license to enter the perime¬ 
ter. However, be forewarned that once the crowd gathers in the Cas¬ 
tro, cars will not be allowed to leave or enter the main area. ▼

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The Castro prepares 
for ‘no Halloween’ 

Thousands expected for non-celebration

T here is not an official Hal¬ 
loween celebration in the 
Castro this weekend, so the 
more than 200,000 people expect¬ 
ed to show up over Friday and 
Saturday nights will have to bring 
their own fun. 

However, 90,000 celebrants are 
expected in the Civic Center, 
bounded by Polk, McAllister, 
Larkin, and Grove streets, for the 
“official” Halloween San Francis¬ 
co ’98 on Saturday, produced by 
the Mission Economic Cultural 
Association (MECA). 

“The event offers a night of 
outrageous fun and opportunity 
for all to be flamboyant and get 
into the spirit,” according to press 
material from MECA. 

Special guest will be the 
rhythm and blues artist and Tony 
award winner Melba Moore; in 
addition, Dimension 7 will offer a 
visual and laser show throughout 
the evening as well as three stages 
of dance music. Food, and beer in 
limited quantities, will be sold. 

Celebrants will be searched at 
the gate and will be asked to leave 
potentially dangerous costume 
pieces in their cars. 

The event is planned for adults 
over 18, and children are not en¬ 


couraged; admission is $5 per 
person. Call (415) 826-1401 for 
information. 

An official holiday? 

Long considered a semi-offi¬ 
cial holiday for San Francisco, and 
a high holiday for the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender (LGBT) 
community, Halloween has 
drawn up to an estimated half¬ 
million celebrants and gawkers to 
the Castro in past years. 

The “official” celebration was 
moved to the Civic Center after 
years of attempts to place some 
constraints on the historically 
spontaneous celebration in the 
Castro. 

For many people this gather¬ 
ing has become less a reflection of 
the character of the neighbor¬ 
hood and more an opportunity 
for non-costumed observers, 
often not just from out of the 
neighborhood but also from out 
of the city. 

The dual events represent a 
mid-point in what many people 
would like to be a successful 
transfer of the Halloween event, 
and the throngs associated with it 
to the Civic Center. 

Halloween in the Castro “has 
attracted many inappropriate 
outsiders, especially the violent 
and homophobic,” said Lion Bar¬ 


nett, president of the Eureka Val¬ 
ley Promotion Association in a 
letter this week. “Hopefully if 
MECA can do this for several 
years in a row, it will become a 
tradition,” he added. 

Pure and not-so-pure 

Captain Greg Suhr, of the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
Mission Station which is respon¬ 
sible for police protection in the 
Castro, has been through five Hal¬ 
loweens in the neighborhood, and 
he predicts 25,000-50,000 people 
on Friday night and 100,000- 
150,000 people on Saturday night. 

The gathering on Friday night 
is considered the “purer” event 
and more reflective of the neigh¬ 
borhood, as almost half of those 
gathering on Saturday night are 
expected to be without costume. 

“There is no planned celebra¬ 
tion for the Castro on either 
night. We hope to not get caught 
unaware but hope to keep people 
safe,” said Suhr. 

The gathering in the Castro in 
past years has, by all accounts, at¬ 
tracted a rambunctiousness that 
has bordered on unsafe, and given 
the unofficial nature of the event, 
there will not be the usual contin¬ 
gent of community safety moni¬ 
tors. 

MECA is expected to help out

by providing 15 porta potties, as 
have several merchants in the 
neighborhood, trash bins and 50 
volunteer safety patrol personnel, 
but security for the event will rest 
mostly with the SFPD - 100 offi¬ 
cers will be assigned to the event 
and many others will be available. 

There were relatively few ar¬ 
rests last year according to Suhr: 
less than 50 for non-violent of¬ 
fenses, mostly public intoxication, 
and 10 for criminal offenses, mis¬ 
demeanor battery, and aggravated 
assault; there were no shooting in¬ 
cidents in the Castro last year. 

In a further attempt to make 
the gathering safe, SFPD officers 
and Merchants of Upper Market 
and Castro (MUMC) President 
Patrick Batt made usual pre-Cas- 
tro-event visits to merchants who 
might be selling food to the crowd 
this weekend and urged that they 
not sell beverages in glass bottles 
— occasionally launched into the 
crowd as projectiles in past years. 

Costumes 

Perhaps the biggest hazard this 
Halloween weekend will be the 
amateur drag queens; beware! 

Phatima, make-up artist and 
self-described gender dyslexic, 
warned that “glamour is a tortu¬ 
ous thing! I’ve put people in 
make-up bondage before. 

“Many people don’t realize 


that it takes a lot to be pretty! You 
don’t just put on a little frock and 
a little lipstick.” 

Phatima suggested that people 
try on their outfits before they 
wear them out on the town and 
always carry a change of shoes - it 
is neither easy to run in heels nor 
to make a long return trek home if 
one has strayed too far for some 
reason. 

Susan Taylor, manager of the 
Spirit Halloween Superstore, a 
seasonal store offering a large in¬ 
ventory of costumes at Van Ness 
and Eddy streets in San Francisco, 
reports that the big demand this 
year has been for Bill Clinton and 
Monica Lewinsky drag; in fact 
they have been selling a White 
House intern kit. 

Employees of the store will as¬ 
sist with developing virtually any 
type of costume; a team of “drag 
employees” can help even the 
most inexperienced. 

However, to the chagrin of 
many, judging by the number of 
people who asked, there are no 
adult Teletubby costumes! 

In all cases, when constructing 
your costume, be sure to consider 
safety, vision, and mobility. (See

Prescriptions for trouble 

The San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment (SFPD) is cautiously 
considering how they will handle 
security for the march as an esti¬ 
mated 250,000 people gather in 
Civic Center and the Castro: 

Captain Greg’ Siihr of the 
SFPD Mission Station, which pro¬ 
vides police services to the Castro, 
is concerned that the event could 
draw thousands from the Hal¬ 
loween activities in the Castro and 
necessitate traffic controls down 
Market Street as the marchers fill 
the street. 

Plans now include pulling 50 
motorcycle patrol officers sched¬ 
uled for Civic Center and Castro 
Halloween activities, of hundreds 
scheduled for the two areas, to ac¬ 
company the march. 

“I try the best I can to facilitate 
when people have strong feelings 
about a subject,” said Suhr. “Police 
resources are stretched to the 
maximum] on Halloween and 
New Year’s more than any two 
nights of the year,” he added. 

San Francisco policy on access 
to medication while in jail is 
somewhat different than the pol¬ 
icy in New York. When first ar¬ 
rested, people are in SFPD cus¬ 
tody for up to four hours and, al¬ 
though there is not a policy one 
way or the other, in practical 
terms, they will not be able to take 
any medications. 

In fact, all medications will be 
confiscated and returned when 
the person is released. 

However, if a person is actual¬ 
ly booked on charges rather than 
released, they are transferred to 
the custody of the San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Department; they imme¬ 
diately receive a medical evalua¬ 
tion from a nurse with the San 
Francisco Department of Public 


Health when arriving at the jail. 

“We make every effort to make 
sure people get the medication 
they need,” said Dr. Joe Golden- 
son, director of jail health ser¬ 
vices. Jail health staff will general¬ 
ly seek to verify prescriptions with 
a pharmacy or doctor, however, a 
pill bottle or photo copy of the 
bottle label or actual prescription 
signed by a doctor, in your name, 
greatly facilitates this process. All 
medications are provided from 
the jail pharmacy. , % 

Community monitors 

Gilbert Baker, creator of the 
rainbow flag and San Francisco 
coordinator of the march, said he 
would like to see police officers 
supporting the event and moni¬ 
toring traffic flow. However, he 
stated,, organizers are rsquiiting 
community monitors to supervise 
the event. 

Jonathan Katz, chair of queer 
studies at San Francisco City Col¬ 
lege and a member of the Libera¬ 
tion Front, emphasized that spon¬ 
taneous queer demonstrations are 
important to the health of the 
community. 

“One of the things anti-queer 
violence engenders is a feeling 
that you are not in control of your 
own destiny,” said Katz. 

He also mentioned the need to 
share this tradition with emerging 
activists. 

“Queer generations are short 
and an entire generation in San 
Francisco has grown up without 
the benefit of spontaneous queer 
marches,” said Katz. 

Baker agreed. “This is a very 
important moment, we are mak¬ 
ing Halloween a political state¬ 
ment about something that affects 
us all - violence,” he said. 

“A coast-to-coast mass mobi¬ 
lization is a necessary response to 
right wing fundamentalists and 
their political operatives who are 
encouraging murder.” T

Safety tips for Halloween 

P arents may worry about the visibility of kids’ costumes to traf¬ 
fic and candy that may have been tampered with, but for 
grown-up trick or treaters, safety revolves around the poten¬ 
tial of violence from others. 

A few simple safety tips compiled with the help of Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV) can help keep an often wild night 
out safe: 

1) Stay in a group. Don’t travel alone, especially if you are in cos¬ 
tume. Historically the most dangerous areas are outside of the pri¬ 
mary celebration areas. Costumes that are fun in the Castro maybe 
a target walking through another neighborhood. 

2) Be aware of costumes that restrict mobility and vision. Be 
mindful of the shoes you are wearing, bring a change for safety and 
comfort. Also, costumes that are fun early in the evening might be 
a problem in a big crowd or as the evening wears on (gold body 
paint and a lame thong might be a problem at 1 a.m. if it’s all you 
have on for the walk home). 

3) Restrict your intake of drugs and alcohol, or at least make 
sure it doesn’t make you a potential crime victim. It is important to 
have your wits about you to react to potential dangers and find your 
way home. 

4) Carry a whistle. Remember, the time to use a whistle is not 
when you are under attack, but if you see something happening or 
if you feel frightened that something is about to happen to you. 

5) Be aware of the traffic and don’t jaywalk. Look both ways be¬ 
fore you cross the street; it is easy to forget that traffic will not be 
restricted in all areas of the Castro and Civic Center. 

Finally, some special drag tips from some practiced in the art: 
wear clip-on earrings (it can be a real problem if the other kind gets 
caught in a wig if it gets pulled off), don’t use super glue with false 
eyelashes, waterproof make-up is suggested, and don’t wear heels 
higher than you can handle! ▼ _ „ . .

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there are certain agencies which, 
to no fault of their own, fall into a 
loophole,” said Leno. “Given the 
persistent attacks by congression¬ 
al and religious extremists against 
the basic ideal of respect for do¬ 
mestic partners, it is important for 
San Francisco to reaffirm its com¬ 
mitment by closing the loophole.”

“We applaud the supervisor’s 
efforts to close loopholes that 
allow certain companies to escape 
the basic principle of workplace 
equality,” said Equal Benefits Ad¬ 
vocates member Geoff Kors. 
“We’re hoping the school district 
and college board will follow up 
on this.”

ports Dell, despite having to file a 
formal complaint against the pas¬ 
tor for disobeying church law. 

Sprague has struggled for years 
to change the attitude of the 
church, the nation’s second- 
largest mainline Protestant de¬ 
nomination, towards gays and les¬ 
bians. 

Dell is pastor of the 185-mem- 
ber Broadway United Methodist 
Church, which he estimates is 
one-third gay. He told the Chicago 
Sun-Times he was merely follow¬ 
ing his “vows as a minister.” ▼

On October 15, the B.A.R. re¬ 
ported that a number of agencies, 
serving city residents and spend¬ 
ing millions of dollars on their be¬ 
half, are exempt from the city’s 
nondiscrimination laws and the 
equal benefits ordinance. The 
agencies include the Housing Au¬ 
thority, San Francisco Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, San Francisco Uni¬ 
fied School District, City College, 
and the SFTA. 

The SFTA sets overall planning 
and policy for transportation in 
San Francisco. Leno’s office said 
that the types of contracts that 
would be most affected would be 
for consultants. Leno said the next 
step for his proposal would be a 
hearing before the finance com¬ 
mittee of the SFTA. 

Chapter 12b of the adminis¬ 
trative code requires companies 
that have contracts with the city 
offer benefits to domestic part¬ 
ners of employees if those bene¬ 
fits are offered to spouses. Under 
Leno’s proposal, the SFTA is being 
asked to develop a plan to include 
those provisions in their con¬ 
tracts. Of the entities that do not 
fall under the jurisdiction of the 
HRC, only the redevelopment 
agency has implemented equal 
benefits language for contracting 
companies. 

“The success of the equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance is obvious, but

B.A.R. story prompts law 
to get SFTA to comply 
with equal benefits law

s upervisor Mark Leno intro¬ 
duced corrective legislation 
0 October 19 in response to a 
recent Bay Area Reporter article 
revealing that the San Francisco 
County Transportation Authority 
(SFTA) does not fall under the 
purview of the Human Rights 
Commission and does not follow 
the provisions of the city’s equal 
benefits ordinance. In his role as a 
transportation authority commis¬ 
sioner, Leno introduced a propos¬ 
al at Monday’s SFTA meeting to 
extend the contracting provisions 
of Chapter 12b of the city’s ad¬ 
ministrative code to the trans¬ 
portation body, which consists of 
the 11 members of the Board of 
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Supervisor Leno launches campaign 
to help lesbian and gay parents

/" Mark Leno used a freedom 
to marry forum last Thurs¬ 
day, October 22 to kick off a high- 
profile, aggressive educational and 
informational campaign to secure 
the rights of non-biological gay 
and lesbian parents. A collabora¬ 
tive effort among public and pri¬ 
vate agencies will promote second- 
parent adoptions; the move stems 
from Leno’s unsuccessful effort in 
August to get City Attorney Louise 
Rennes office to draft potential 
legislation around the matter. 

Because state law pre-empts 
the city from passing effective leg¬ 
islation to ensure the rights of les¬ 
bian and gay parents, Leno im¬ 
mediately solicited the assistance 
of a group of women at the fore¬ 
front of the drive for lesbian and 
gay equality. The goal is to secure 
parental rights of lesbians and 
gays through second parent 
adoptions. 

“Lesbian and gay families can¬ 
not rely on marriage to give them 
rights with respect to inheritance, 
workplace benefits, and custody 
and visitation,” said Leno. “This 
collaborative effort is about tak¬ 
ing other available legal actions to 
achieve those rights.” 

Get on this vehicle 

Second parent adoptions can 


result in tangible benefits such as 
health insurance for children, in¬ 
heritance rights, and visitation 
and custody rights in the unfortu¬ 
nate situation where a couple 
breaks up. According to Kate 
Kendell, executive director of the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights (NCLR), second parent 
adoptions are the vehicle which 
will carry rights to lesbian par¬ 
ents. In addition to NCLR, other 
agencies will also help with the 
campaign, including the Bar As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco 
(BASF), Bay Area Lawyers for In¬ 
dividual Freedom (BALIF), the 
city’s Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices (DHS), and Supervisors 
Leslie Katz and Tom Ammiano. 

There are several components 
to Leno’s campaign. They include 
informational and educational 
events such as last week’s forum. 
Another aspect is governmental. 
Leno said DHS will cooperate 
with couples wishing to under¬ 
take a second parent adoption 
and facilitate second parent adop¬ 
tions to the fullest extent possible 
under the law. Bill Bettencourt of 
DHS is participating on the work¬ 
ing committee to develop this 
component of the campaign. 

In terms of legal help, NCLR 
and BALIF are sponsoring a train¬ 
ing for attorneys who wish to fa¬ 
cilitate second parent adoptions. 
The first training is expected to be 
in January or early February. 


Kendell is working with BALIF’s 
John Kennedy to develop this part 
of the program. 

BASF will assist with financial 
help for indigent people requesting 
legal help with second parent adop¬ 
tions and refer them to the Volun¬ 
teer Legal Services Project for pro 
bono assistance. Leno said non-in- 
digent parents will be referred 
through BASF’s lawyer referral ser¬ 
vice that will attempt to arrange 
legal assistance at the lowest feasible 
cost for parents who have special fi¬ 
nancial needs. Drucilla Ramey and 
Jane Lee of BASF are working on 
this aspect of the campaign. 

Leno said that a series of reso¬ 


lutions introduced at the Board of 
Supervisors will commend sup¬ 
portive state legislators and possi¬ 
bly urge the governor and Legisla¬ 
ture to change state policy regard¬ 
ing the ban on joint adoptions by 
unmarried couples. Leno intro¬ 
duced a resolution Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 26 that commended various 
agencies and people for their ef¬ 
forts relating to joint adoption 
protections for unmarried couples. 

Both Ammiano and Katz have 
expressed support of Leno’s am¬ 
bitious efforts. Additionally, San 
Francisco Superior Court Judge 
Donna Hitchens will offer objec¬ 
tive information to attorneys re¬ 


garding current law in the area of 
adoption. 

Helping kids sleep 

Felicia Park-Rogers, executive 
director of Children of Lesbians 
and Gays Everywhere (COLAGE), 
said Leno’s organized campaign 
would be “warmly welcomed” by 
the thousands of children she deals 
with who have gay and lesbian par¬ 
ents. “Kids will sleep better at night 
knowing their parents will never 
| be denied the right to be with them 
and love them,” she said. 

| Cheryl Deaner, executive direc¬ 
tor of All Our Families Coalition 
(AOFC), was also pleased with 
Leno’s plan. “After the November 3 
elections, not only will California 
have a new governor, but the suc¬ 
cess or failure of ballot initiatives 
in Alaska and Hawaii will strongly 
influence how we protect ourselves 
against the so-called California 
Defense of Marriage Act [ DOM A], 
slated for our March 2000 
statewide election,” Deaner said. 
“DOMA has two equally obnox¬ 
ious purposes. It would try to force 
Californians to ignore fully legal 
future marriages from other states, 
something that California has 
never done. It also uses the law to 
promote [Republican state Senator 
Pete] Knight’s agenda to deny non- 
heterosexuals the right to family, a 
type of‘I am better than you’ law¬ 
making that serves no positive so¬ 
cial purpose.” ▼

NYPD: No internal 
probe into Shepard 
anti-violence march

T he New York Police Depart¬ 
ment says there will be no 
Internal Affairs investiga¬ 
tion into the use of riot police, 
pepper spray, and horses to pre¬ 
vent anti-violence marchers 
protesting violence against gays 
from blocking Fifth Avenue. 

Earlier reports said the depart¬ 
ment was investigating allegations 
of police brutality during the Oc¬ 
tober 19 march to protest the 
anti-gay beating death of 
Matthew Shepard. 

Mayor Rudolph Giuliani has 
stood firmly behind the depart¬ 
ment, saying the protesters should 
be thanking the police for acting 
so reasonably during the protest, 
in light of the fact the marchers 
had no permit and were illegally 
blocking the street during rush 
hour.

gear used horses and pepper spray 
to prevent the crowd of 4,000 
marchers from spilling off the 
sidewalk onto the street. 

More than 80 people spent the 
night in jail, including three who 
said they have AIDS and missed 
receiving medication. 

Sara Pursley, one of the march 
organizers, has slammed the po¬ 
lice for overreacting. She said: 
“There’s no excuse for the way po¬ 
lice responded. It was a stupid 
strategy that did nothing but cre¬ 


ate chaos” 

Other candlelight vigils for 
Shepard have been held around 
the country, in places as disparate 
as Washington, D.C.; Grand Junc¬ 
tion, Colorado; Raleigh, North 
Carolina; and Lubbock, Texas. 

Police say anti-gay bias crimes 
in New York City have jumped to 
82 this year through October 4 
compared with 46 during the same 
period last year, an increase of 78 
percent. Overall bias crimes rose 
by 2 percent to 385 from 374. ▼ 


Colorado State 
dumps frat, sorority 
over Shepard outrage

T wo houses are being ex¬ 
pelled from the Colorado 
State University Greek sys¬ 
tem for cooking up an anti-gay 
“prank” for the homecoming pa¬ 
rade. 

The school accepted the Greek 
Judicial Board’s recommendation 
to break all ties with Pi Kappa 
Alpha fraternity and Alpha Chi 
Omega sorority, which spray- 
painted “I’m gay” on the face of a 
scarecrow in their homecoming 
float. The words “Up my ass” were 
on the back. 

The parade moved through 
Fort Collins while badly-beaten 
gay student Matthew Shepard, 21, 
lay dying in a hospital a few miles 
away. Shepard was nearly dead 
when he was found lashed to a 


fence outside Laramie, Wyoming, 
on October 7. The bicyclist who 
made the discovery said he at first 
thought Shepard was a scarecrow. 

Shepard died a few days later. 

Two Laramie men, Aaron 
McKinney and Russell Hender¬ 
son, are jailed on first-degree 
murder charges. Their girlfriends, 
Chastity Pasley and Kristin Price, 
are charged with accessory to 
murder. 

Pi Kappa Alpha’s national of¬ 
fice has already suspended the 
CSU chapter and left it up to 
alumni to decide what to do with 
the house. Alpha Chi Omega 
closed the local chapter last week. 

Colorado State Student Affairs 
Vice President Keith Miser said 
the locals could be reinstated after 
one academic year if they promise 
to change their ways and perform 
community service. ▼ 


March on Congress 
gearing up on the Internet

F or the first time in a quar¬ 
ter of a century, organizers 
claim, there is a sponta¬ 
neous grassroots effort under¬ 
way in the U.S. to organize a 
massive political action in Wash¬ 
ington D.C. Currently known as 
the March on Congress to Pass 
the Hate Crimes Bill, the move¬ 
ment is calling on people to 
come to the U.S. Capitol build¬ 
ing on January 6 to welcome 
Congress to Washington and to 
demand immediate passage of 
long-delayed federal hate crimes 
legislation. 

The effort, believed to be the 
first of its magnitude to originate 
and organize on the Internet, 
was sparked by the 105th Con¬ 
gress’s failure to enact hate 
crimes legislation and by the re¬ 
cent murder of gay Wyoming 
college student Matthew Shep¬ 
ard. 

The call for a national march 
was made in a posting last week¬ 
end to a Shepard vigils electron¬ 
ic bulletin board accessible 
through the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), although the 
organization was not involved 


with its origination. The move¬ 
ment is still developing and lead¬ 
ership is just beginning to 
emerge. Jennifer DeWalt (Jenn- 
frmpen@aol.com) and David 
Mariner (David@advocates for 
youth.org) are acting national 
coordinators for the January 6 
effort. 

Organizers stressed that the 
March on Congress, although 
called a march, will not include 
any organized activity. There will 
be no actual march, no stage, 
and no speakers. The decision 
not to have speakers was made in 
response to many comments re¬ 
ceived from the Internet com¬ 
munity expressing strong oppo¬ 
sition to the inclusion of politi¬ 
cal or organizational speakers. ▼

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Small group on hand to hear 
about aftermath of Shepard murder

ay and lesbian anti-violence 
activists from across the 
country told a small audi¬ 
ence in San Francisco last Satur¬ 
day, October 24, that there has 
been an outpouring of support 
for slain Wyoming college student 
Matthew Shepard, and that the 
various vigils in numerous cities 
were peaceful with one glaring ex¬ 
ception - New York. 

Agencies that comprise the Na¬ 
tional Coalition of Anti-Violence 
Programs (NCAVP) were in the 
city last weekend for their annual 
conference and San Francisco- 
based Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV) put together the 
community forum so that local 
residents could hear of programs 
and actions in other cities. Unfor¬ 
tunately, not that many communi¬ 
ty members took advantage of the 
meeting, which included graphic 
home video of the violence by 
New York police that marred a 
“political funeral” for Shepard that 
was held October 19. 

Some people had to leave the 
room when the footage was 
played; the video showed police 
on horses going violently into the 
crowd as helicopters hovered over¬ 
head. Over 100 people were ar¬ 
rested and three were denied HIV 
medications in the aftermath. 

Maureen Moran, with the New 
York Anti-Violence Project, was 
near tears as she recounted the vi¬ 
olence that marred that city’s

demonstration. “Even without a 
permit, we didn’t expect the reac¬ 
tion from police,” said Moran. 
“Monday night [October 19] 
turned into a re-victimization for 
a lot of people.” 

Things weren’t violent in other 
cities, in fact, several demonstra¬ 
tions were attended by gay and 
straight leaders and activists, rep¬ 
resentatives from other agencies 
said. 


Hate in the wake 

Dede DePercin, from Equality 
Colorado, was at the center of the 
activity as many gay people from 
Wyoming spend a lot of time in 
Colorado. “We were at ground 
zero in a lot of ways,” said De¬ 
Percin. “When the attack [on 
Shepard] first happened, we did¬ 


n’t anticipate the firestorm.” To 
some in the Colorado gay com¬ 
munity, she said, initial reports of 
Shepard’s attack and death were 
regrettably greeted with the senti¬ 
ment that it “was just another gay 
murder.” 

DePercin and others couldn’t 
say exactly why Shepard’s attack 


and death resulted in worldwide 
publicity, and that her concerns 
now for the gay community in¬ 
clude physical danger, hate e- 
mails, and vandalism in the wake 
of Shepard’s death and the anti¬ 
gay demonstrations by some reli¬ 
gious extremists. 

“The long term impact is sort 
of up to each community,” she 
said, adding that in Colorado ac¬ 
tivities include teaching people 
about “street smarts,” and having 
people speak out against violence. 

Toni Carrington, from the 
Horizons Community Services 
program in Chicago, told of gay 
violence incidents against people 
of color in that city that happened 
before Shepard’s death and re¬ 
ceived little publicity. The center 
has decided to institute a whistle 
campaign she said, as well as try 
to improve relations with police. 

Michigan has the dubious dis¬ 
tinction of having the most 
queer-related murder per capita 
in the country, said Jeff Mont¬ 
gomery, executive director of the 
Triangle Foundation, which is 
base<f in Detroit. “Homicide is 
very real and all too familiar,” he 
said, adding his lover was mur¬ 
dered in an anti-gay attack. Mont¬ 
gomery said he got word that 
Gary Bauer, head of the Family 
Research Council, was coming to 
the area and Triangle decided to 
protest. Montgomery ended up

British pick-up robbery 
victim denies he’s gay

| •'••• rime Minister Tony Blair’s 
government is said to be as 
11 baffled by the details of 
married Cabinet minister Ron 
Davies’s resignation - after he was 
robbed by a stranger he met in a 
known gay pickup park - as the 
British public is. 

Secretary of State for the Cab¬ 
inet Office Jack Cunningham ac¬ 
knowledged in a BBC interview 
Wednesday, October 28 that mys¬ 
tery still surrounds the details of 
the incident, saying, “Exactly what 
circumstances led Ron into these 
difficulties is not clear.” 

He added, “I think it is a per¬ 
sonal tragedy for Ron Davies and 
his wife.” 

Davies, who is Welsh secretary 
as well as Labour Party leader in 
Wales, quit suddenly Tuesday, be¬ 
coming the first member of Blair’s 
Cabinet to resign over an appar¬ 
ent personal crisis. 

Davies is the first casualty to 
scandal under Blair, who in May 
1997 defeated Prime Minister 
John Major after a string of sex 
and corruption-linked resigna¬ 
tions felled more than a dozen 
Cabinet Ministers and Parliamen¬ 
tary Secretaries during the Tory 
leader’s term. 

Davies admitted that he had 


exercised a “serious lapse of judg¬ 
ment” following the incident near 
Clapham Common, during which 
he met a stranger, agreed to go to 
his home for dinner, and was later 
robbed at knifepoint. 

Police have made three arrests 
in the case. 

Yesterday, Cunningham also 
stressed that Davies is no longer a 
member of the government. 
“There will be, I am sure, more 
damaging stories and allegations 
but they will focus sadly and re¬ 
grettably on Ron himself and what 
brought him into this situation.” 

He said Davies’s political fu¬ 
ture - including his chances as 
prospective leader of the Welsh 
Assembly - is a matter for the ex- 
minister himself and the Welsh 
people to decide. 

The British tabloids were filled 
with headlines suggesting Davies 
is embroiled in a homosexual 
scandal. 

Blair’s spokesman acknowl¬ 
edged Tuesday that the details of 
the incident are “bizarre,” but said 
Davies had denied to Blair that 
the incident involved any sort of 
sexual encounter. 

Davies has been replaced at the 
Welsh Office by Alun Michael, the 
Home Office Minister who as¬ 
sumes responsibility for next 
May’s elections to the Welsh As¬ 
sembly. T

IGLHRC finds the 
Times to place an ad

A full-page ad in the Califor¬ 
nia edition of the New York 
Times on October 22, 
sponsored by the International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC), calls at¬ 
tention to homophobia as a glob¬ 
al crisis. 

“We want to raise public 
awareness that egregious human 
rights abuses are being perpetrat¬ 
ed against lesbians, gay men, and 
other sexual minorities all the 
time and that these offenses truly 
constitute a global crisis,” said 
Julie Dorf, executive director of 
IGLHRC. 

The impetus for the ad was the 
series of anti-gay ads that have 
been in newspapers around the 
country. 

“Given the recent spate of anti¬ 
gay ads by conservative groups 
and the torture and murder of 
Matthew Shepard, a gay student 
in Wyoming, the ad could not be 
more timely,” said IGLHRC in a 
press release. 

“While the newspapers are 
filled with ominous talk about the 
world’s economic crises, lesbians, 
gay men, bisexuals, and transgen- 
dered people around the globe are 
fighting for their rights and their 
lives,” began the text of the ad. 

It continues with a list of vio¬ 
lent, anti-gay and anti-lesbian oc- 


nit 


currences around 
the world: the beat¬ 
ing of Matthew 
Shepard, the jailing 
of a Romanian 
woman for asking 
another woman to 
have sex with her, 
and anti-gay com¬ 
ments by Zimbab¬ 
we President 
Robert Mugabe. 

“We think of the 
United States as 
being part of the 
world,” said Dorf 
linking the torture 
and beating of 
Shepard to a world¬ 
wide crisis in the 
rights of sexual mi¬ 
norities. 

IGLHRC re¬ 
ceives phone calls, 
faxes, and e-mails 
about similar 
abuses everyday 
from all over the 
world. 

Of particular 
concern to 
IGLHRC is debunking any claim 
that the rights of sexual minori¬ 
ties are “special rights.” 

“The right to life and the right 
to not be tortured are not ‘special 
rights.’ These are fundamental 
human rights,” said Dorf. 

At the end of the ad is a call to 
action, “Do something to end a 
global crisis fueled by nothing 
more than ignorance and hate.” 

The full-page ad cost of $3,000 
was paid by IGLHRC supporter 
Andrew Tobias, the well-known 
financial expert and pseudony¬ 
mous author of the gay coming 
out novel The Best Little Boy in the 
World. The ad was printed in 


90,000 copies of the paper distrib¬ 
uted on the West coast. 

It is the mission of IGLHRC 
“to protect and advance the 
human rights of all people and 
communities subject to discrimi¬ 
nation or abuse on the basis of 
sexual orientation, gender identi¬ 
ty, or HIV status,” according to 
press material. T

H undreds of gay and lesbian 
tourists getting ready to 
depart a rented compound 
in Costa Rica last weekend were 
delayed for hours in getting to 
the airport as protesters blocked 
the street. According to those 
who were detained, including 
several people from San Francis¬ 
co, local police did nothing to 
disperse the crowd, which was 
only broken up after national au¬ 
thorities arrived on the scene. 

The group was part of Atlantis 
Events, the same organization 
that earlier this year was banned 
from entering the Cayman Is¬ 
lands because of anti-gay senti¬ 
ment from that island’s govern¬ 
ment. Costa Rica, located in Cen¬ 
tral America, was not viewed as 
hostile to gays, according to Kirk 
Ryder from Atlantis Events; in 
fact the company had been wel¬ 
comed by the government’s 
tourism officials. However, a 
local politician and clergy person 
from the parish in the Gua- 
nacaste region of the country ap¬ 
parently organized the protest. 

This was the first time Atlantis 
had organized a tour to Costa 
Rica. Officials from the Los An¬ 
geles-based company said they 
are reviewing the matter before 
deciding whether or not to have 
future tours there. A second 
group of about 115 gays and les¬ 
bians was delayed in their arrival 
because of the blockade affecting 
the first group of tourists. 

Stephen Seewer, an openly gay 
San Francisco stockbroker, was 
one of those who was detained 
for nearly a full day before he re-

turned to the city on Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 25. Local residents John 
McCaffrey and his partner 
William Whitcomb were also 
among the group of about 300 
gay and lesbian tourists. 

“They erected barriers in the 
street,” Seewer told the Bay Area 
Reporter. The barriers included 
old tires, wood, and people 
blocking the street, which was 
the only road out of a private 
100-acre resort the tourists had 
rented, the Blue Bay Village Pa- 
pagayo. 

Seewer said the group had 
heard rumblings about a protest 
just before the incident unfolded. 
He and McCaffrey praised the 
work of Atlantis officials, who 
got very little help from the U.S. 
State Department. “They were 
forced to negotiate with the

Anti-gay crisis 
in Malaysia

he Malaysian AIDS Council 
is urging the public not to 
support the newly formed 
People’s Anti-Homosexual Move¬ 
ment Volunteer Movement, or 
Pasrah. 

The council’s president, Mari¬ 
na Mahathir, says hate campaigns 
by Pasrah would inflame preju¬ 
dices and make anti-social acts 
such as harassment of certain 
groups acceptable. 

She says, “We are particularly 
alarmed at Pasrah’s intention to 
‘wipe out’ homosexuals. We hope 
Pasrah is not seeking to emulate 
the violent homophobia which 
led to the recent killing of a gay 
man in the U.S.” 

Marina, who is the daughter of 
Prime Minister Mahathir Mo¬ 
hamad, said although the council 
was not advocating homosexuali¬ 


ty as a way of life, it felt that Pas¬ 
rah’s campaign was a “poor reflec¬ 
tion of Malaysia,” which is gener¬ 
ally tolerant of peaceful diversity 
among its people. 

Pasrah, formed Wednesday 
and with several politicians of 
Mahathir’s ruling coalition gov¬ 
ernment among its members, says 
it was formed to stop a “danger¬ 
ous” rise in homosexual activities 
in Malaysia. 

The group is denying that it is 
aimed at scoring political points 
following the case of sacked 
deputy prime minister Anwar 
Ibrahim, who is charged with 
sodomy and corruption. 

The movement plans to 
counter gay activities by holding 
public awareness campaigns, and 
demanding authorities to crack 
down on gay bars and increase 
penalties for sodomy, which now 
carries a maximum 20 years in jail 
and whipping. T 


politician,” Seewer said. “They 
were working in the most ex¬ 
treme circumstances.” 

Added McCaffrey, “They were 
wonderful. They did everything 
they could with no apparent help 
from the state department.” 

‘Terrifying’ 

As the group waited for word, 
they became anxious because 
they knew they would have to 
leave the resort as soon as some¬ 
thing happened to enable them 
to depart. That eventually hap¬ 
pened many hours after the 
blockade began, Seewer said. 

“It was terrifying,” McCaffrey 
said of the hours-long delay. 
When several buses were Finally 
able to leave, they had to drive 
along the road at five miles per 
hour, while the angry Costa Ri¬ 
cans threw objects, shouted, and 
made gestures to the passengers. 
There were no injuries reported. 

“They were banging on win¬ 
dows and shouting obscenities,” 
said Seewer. 

Seewer said he has contacted 
the offices of U.S. Senators Di¬ 
anne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer in the hopes they will call 
for a formal complaint in the 
matter. ▼

T he National Association of 
People with AIDS (NAPWA), 
a Washington D.C.-based or¬ 
ganization, announced earlier this 
month that openly gay, HIV-posi¬ 
tive San Francisco resident Eric C.

vocate who has served on 
NAPWA’s board for nine years. 
Under a resolution adopted by the 
board, Casimir will be recognized 
as a trustee emeritus; he is the first 
person to be honored by the orga¬ 
nization in this way, Baker added. 

The board of directors is limit¬ 
ed to 18 members and is self- 
electing. Candidates are reviewed 
and recommended by the board’s 
governance committee.

In other action, the board ap¬ 
proved the agency’s fiscal year 
1999 budget, including a policy 


requiring an annual contribution 
of all directors. 

In related NAPWA news, the 
organization announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Terje “Terry” An¬ 
derson, a longtime leader in the 
fight against AIDS, as the agency’s 
deputy executive director for pol¬ 
icy. Anderson, a gay man living 
with HIV who is a former heroin 
user, serves as a member of the 
Presidential Advisory Council on 
AIDS. In his new position at 
NAPWA, he is responsible for 
managing the agency’s public pol¬ 
icy advocacy, governmental rela¬ 
tions, and grassroots organizing. 

Anderson succeeds Mike Shriv- 
er, who is returning to San Fran¬ 
cisco where he will be co-director 
for community relations and plan¬ 
ning of the policy center of the 
University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s AIDS Research Institute. 

Before accepting the NAPWA po¬ 
sition, Anderson served as executive 
director of the Southern Colorado 
AIDS Project based in Colorado 
Springs. Prior to that position he 
served as the AIDS program chief in 
the Vermont Department of Health. 

“Terry is going to have a 
tremendous impact and we are so 
happy to have him here in Wash¬ 
ington,” Baker said. “Of course, we 
will miss Mike and all that he has 
brought to us.” 

Shriver joined NAPWA in 
1996. During his tenure, Shriver 
was a strong advocate for reform 
of the country’s HIV prevention 
programs and for remodeling HIV 
and sexually transmitted disease 
(STD) services. His most signifi¬ 
cant work has been advancing the 
public policy dialogue on needle 
exchange which culminated earli¬ 
er this year in the admission by 
Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Donna Shalala that these 
programs are effective in reducing 
HIV transmissions while not en¬ 
couraging drug abuse. Baker said 
NAPWA will continue in its efforts 
to press for federal funding of 
these life saving programs. 

NAPWA advocates on behalf 
of all people living with HIV and 
AIDS in order to end the pan¬ 
demic and the human suffering 
caused by AIDS. T

The hear¬ 
ings cap a multi-state investiga¬ 
tion of a former Manassas, Vir¬ 
ginia orthopedic surgeon. 

The consumer protection case 
is being heard before the Mary¬ 
land Office of Administrative 
Hearings and is expected to last 
several weeks. 

The case concerns allegations 


that Allen Hoffman, owner of T- 
UP Inc., and his associate Neal 
Deoul violated state consumer 
protection laws by making false 
claims about the safety and effec¬ 
tiveness of an aloe vera product 
known as T-UP and lying about 
the research and medical qualifi¬ 
cations of the people who sell it. 

Donald L. MacNay was ac¬ 
cused of allegedly hastening the 
death of four cancer patients by 
treating them at his Manassas 
and Annandale, Virginia offices 
with intravenous doses of the 
product. T-UP is not approved 
by the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration and is illegal in this coun¬ 
try. ▼

higher CD4 counts than those 
testing confidentially. CD4 cells in 
the immune system are HIV’s pri¬ 
mary target and serve as markers 
of disease progression. 

The researchers also found 
those opting for anonymous test¬ 
ing were younger, white, better 
educated and more likely to be 
homosexual than those seeking 
confidential testing, said co-re¬ 
searcher J. Stan Lehman of the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta. 

“As more states adopt HIV 
named reporting policies, the inter¬ 
est in the option of anonymous HIV 
testing may grow,” Bindman said. 

HIV named reporting is a 
public health program designed 
to keep better tabs on the epi¬ 
demic. Individuals testing anony¬ 
mously are temporarily exempt 
from the program and are not re¬

| niversity of California, San 
Francisco. (UCSF), re¬ 
searchers are singing the 
praises of anonymous HIV testing. 

They say the safety of secrecy 
encourages people to get tested 
earlier, thereby having the chance 
to start treatment earlier should 
the results come out positive. 

The investigators had been cu¬ 
rious about the effectiveness of 
the controversial practice. It ap¬ 
pears its supporters have a solid 
point, they say in their report in 
The Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association. 

“HIV is the only infectious dis¬ 
ease with dedicated anonymous 
testing programs that are funded by 
public health departments, and this 
practice has been controversial,” 
said Dr. Andrew Bindman, director 
of the UCSF Primary Care Research 
Center at San Francisco General 
Hospital Medical Center and prin¬ 
cipal investigator of the study. 

“Our findings show anony¬ 
mous testing is associated with 
earlier diagnosis of HIV infection, 
which means persons who know 
they are HIV-positive can take 
steps to control the spread of the 
virus, and to earlier follow-up 
treatment, which can significantly 
impact quality and length of life.” 

The conclusions are based on 
a review of confidential versus 
anonymous testing in Arizona, 
Colorado, Missouri, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Oregon, and 
Texas. Anonymous testing, which 
uses a unique identifying label in¬ 
stead of a patient’s name, is pub¬ 


licly funded in 40 states. 

The results of previous studies 
on the effectiveness of anony¬ 
mous testing - most of them on 
small numbers of patients in only 
one state - have varied. 

The new study of 835 patients 
diagnosed with AIDS, which is 
caused by the human immunode¬ 
ficiency virus, HIV, shows a num¬ 
ber of advantages associated with 
anonymous testing, said co-re- 
searcher Dr. Arthur Reingold of the 
University of California, Berkeley: 

• Persons being tested anony¬ 
mously tended to be in an earlier 
stage of HIV disease and to be diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS about a year and a 
half later from the time of diagno¬ 
sis than the confidential group. 

• The anonymous group re¬ 
ceived 918 days of medical care 
between testing positive and being 
diagnosed with AIDS, compared 
to only 531 days for the confiden¬ 
tial patients. 

• The anonymous group had

W H any people with HIV find 
themselves faced with de¬ 
ll tectable viral loads and 
are unsure what to do next. There 
are several trials now enrolling in 
the Bay Area for people who are 
currently failing regimens con¬ 
taining protease inhibitors. What 
follows are the highlights of some 
of them as well as excerpts from 
interviews with the researchers in¬ 
volved. 

The AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group (ACTG), a research net¬ 
work funded by the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health has two trials - 
called ACTG 398 and ACTG 400 
- now open for enrollment. 
ACTG 398 is a trial discussed in 
greater detail in a prior writers’ 
pool article [See “Finally, a clinical 
trial for the rest of us,” April 21, 
1998.] In brief, it’s a trial for peo¬ 
ple for whom protease inhibitors 
(Pis) have failed either serially or 
in combination with up to three 
agents. All participants will be re¬ 
ceiving abacavir/ziagen/GW1592, 
amprenavir/GW 141, 
efavirenz/Sustiva/DMP-266 (a 
non-nucleoside reverse transcrip¬ 
tase inhibitor or NNRTI), and 
adefovir/Preveon (a nucleotide 
analog). Additionally, based on 
treatment history, participants 
will be randomized to receive ei¬ 
ther a), indinavir/Crixivan, b ), 
nelfinavir/Viracept, c), the soft-gel 
(good) version of saquinavir/For- 
tovase or d), placebo.

about possible side effects from 
Gilead Sciences’ adefovir. Adefovir 
is associated with a risk of devel¬ 
oping Proximal Renal Tubule 
Dysfunction (PRTD). Dr. John 
Mellors, from the University of 
Pittsburgh, the vice-chair of this 
protocol and the chair of ACTG 
400, describes PRTD as “a largely 
reversible toxicity that we will be 
monitoring very closely via 
monthly blood draws looking at 
L-carnitine levels [low levels are 
associated with risk of developing 
PRTD]. We have opted to use the 
lower dose [60 mg.] in this trial, 
and have options for discon¬ 
tinuing its use, and still 
staying in the trial.” 

This trial will 
limit to one-third the 
number of participants 
with NNRTI experience 
(nevirapine/Viramune or 
delavardine/Rescrip- 
tor) and to 50 percent 
people with multiple 
PI exposure. 

ACTG 400 is a sin¬ 
gle protease inhibitor failure trial 
for people on nelfinavir who are 
failing their first protease in¬ 
hibitor. This study will look at 
people with sensitivity to two nu¬ 
cleoside analogs and are non-nu¬ 
cleoside reverse transcriptase in¬ 
hibitor naive. Participants will be 
randomized to get two nucleoside 
analogs and efavirenz/ Sustiva and 
a protease inhibitor, either alone 
or in combination. Participants 
will receive either Ritonavir and 
Saquinavir, indinavir alone, am- 
prenavir alone, or indinavir and 
amprenavir.

Tipping the balance 

Mellors, a recognized leader in 
the field of HIV-resistance spoke 
to the Bay Area Reporter about 
failing the much-hyped Pis. “Pro¬ 
tease inhibitors work by competi¬ 
tively binding in the substrate 
binding site where the gag gene- 
encoded protein product normal¬ 
ly would bind,” he explained. 
“Mutations, both in the binding 
site as well as those distant from 
it, can alter the configuration and 
therefore lead to protease in¬ 
hibitor resistance.” 

For patients who had shown 
virologic failure, Mellors said, “We 
would try based on treatment his¬ 
tory to construct a regimen that 
would ideally suppress to less than 
50 copies of RNA [undetectable 
on the ultra-sensitive test] per 
milliliter.” 

Mellors commented on appar¬ 
ently discordant responses of viral 
breakthrough and rising CD4 
counts, which usually have an in¬ 
verse relationship, by saying, 
“This phenomenon of virologic 
failure and immunologic success 
is not all that surprising. Tipping 
the balance of viral burden to¬ 
wards control, even if relatively 
modestly, should benefit persons 
with HIV. As little as three-tenths 
of a log or 50 percent reduction 
has been associated with clinical 
and immunologic benefit [longer 
life, less opportunistic infections]. 
Clearly, some suppression is bet¬ 
ter than none.” 

Many clinicians as well as peo¬ 
ple with HIV have been utterly 
perplexed by resistance testing. 



Mellors clarified: “The utility of 
any resistance test will vary from 
individual to individual. These 
tests are most useful for identify¬ 
ing which drug of a current regi¬ 
men is failing. They are least help¬ 
ful in identifying resistance from 
the past. The data are incomplete 
- there’s evidence that resistance 
[as gauged by phenotypic and 
genotypic tests] jnay fade quickly 
off therapy. These tests are most 
useful in ruling out which drugs 
not to use, and somewhat less use¬ 
ful in positively predicting a suc¬ 
cessful regimen.” 

ADDing up 

Dr. Tom Merigan, 
from Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, is also conducting 
a trial for people for 
whom Pis have failed, 
called the ADD. “When 
we do genetic sequenc¬ 
ing of a person’s virus 
and see pan protease 
and pan reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitor re¬ 
sistance, we are interested in look¬ 
ing at those persons in our trial,” 
he said. “These are typically per¬ 
sons who have been on at least 
two proteases. 

“Our trial will be using ddl, 
adefovir, efavirenz, and [the much 
ballyhooed] Hydroxyurea (HU). 
Since HU increases the intracellu¬ 
lar levels of adefovir and the ef¬ 
fectiveness of ddl, we are trying to 
get those drugs going to protect 
people from NNRTI resistance. 
This study will be for a minimum 
of 24 weeks, with extension for 
those who are receiving benefit. 
We have one of our patients who 
is 16 weeks out and undetectable. 

“We know the patterns of re¬ 
sistance and that certain muta¬ 
tions can live together,” Merigan 
continued. “I expect we’re going 
to be in this for the long haul and 
will have more failure as time goes 
on. The questions that need to be 
asked are if a second protease in¬ 
hibitor can be used more effec¬ 
tively, and if the newer classes of 
treatments will work in people 
who are failing.” 

Becoming animated as he 
spoke, Merigan added, “I wish the 
hell we had a goodies bag that was 
fuller. At the same time, we just 
can’t give up. We’ve got to reach 
out to the local informed people 
in the community - that’s how we 
make progress in our understand¬ 
ing of HIV.”

Run out of options 

Dr. Steven Deeks, assistant 
clinical professor of medicine at 
UCSF, is also conducting a study 
funded by the University-wide 
AIDS Research Program and by 
the Center For AIDS Research at 
UCSF (CFAR). In collaboration 
with Drs. Bob Grant, Marc 
Hellerstein, and Mike McCune 
(the big guns of HIV research), 
Deeks will study 16 people in¬ 
tensely, eight of whom will be 
randomized to stop therapy for a 
period of 12 weeks, the other half 
to remain on their failing regi¬ 
men. This study came out of the 
viral breakthrough project, a 
community-initiated focused in¬ 
quiry into the nature of PI failure. 

“This trial is for people who 
have run out of options,” accord¬ 
ing to Deeks. “Those who have

been on at least two protease in¬ 
hibitors or one PI and one 
NNRTI and have failed to achieve 
durable suppression, with viral 
loads greater than 5,000 by bDNA 
or 10,000 by PCR.” People in this 
study will have several thousand 
dollars’ worth of tests performed 
on them, some of which are not 
regularly available. The re¬ 
searchers will look at T cell 
turnover, thymic scans, plus naive 
and memory subsets of T cells, 
and will closely monitor viral 
load every week. If there is more 
than a one log increase, partici¬ 
pants will be allowed to restart 
therapy, which is also the case if 
they should suffer a significant 
loss of CD4 cells. As in all re¬ 
search studies, there is a certain 
level of altruism required to par¬ 
ticipate. 

Deeks stressed the importance 
of this study. “This has never been 
done before,” he said. “It will pro¬ 
vide a prospective framework to 
answer the question of whether it 
is wiser to stay on or go off a fail¬ 
ing regimen. There are possible 
benefits to stopping medications 
- first, this might prevent contin¬ 
uing mutations. Second, there 
have been anecdotes about wild- 
type [protease and RTI sensitive] 
virus returning after going off 
therapy. 

“If wild-type does rebound, 


viral suppression may be achiev¬ 
able. We believe that even tran¬ 
sient suppression could have 
longterm positive effects on im¬ 
mune function. This is worth 
looking at prospectively. I think 
we will see a reversion of resis¬ 


tance towards wild-type which 
will offset the half-log increase we 
may see in those who have 
stopped therapy.”

H enevolence mixed with 
some hard competition 
' ' filled the playing fields dur¬ 

ing women’s and men’s softball 
competition at Gay Games this 
summer. 

Jeff Baker, manager and coach 
of the Bay Bombers, formed the 
new gay softball team with a 
group of friends who got together 
just for Amsterdam. They raised 
funds through their sponsor, the 
Pilsner Inn. 

Their first impressions were 
not great, however. After dragging 
their luggage - which included all 
their gloves, mitts, and helmets - 
to the Casa 400, a hotel with all 
the architectural interest of a shoe 
box, Baker’s team was upset at 
having paid $200 a night for 
“what were literally dorm rooms.” 

“After we got over the shock, 
we made a commitment of decid¬ 
ing to stay,” he said, since they’d 
booked the rooms a year earlier. 
At least they were near Amstel 
Station, a main transportation 
hub, and only walking distance to 
the playing fields. 

“We hoped there would be 
more competition from the 
states,” he said, mentioning that 
some teams may have “felt under 
the gun because they were only 
going to allow 20 teams total. A 
few of the top [U.S. gay and les¬ 
bian] teams dropped out to focus 
on the gay softball world series,” 
which took place later in August 
in Atlanta. 

As for Amsterdam, Baker’s 


crew was comfortable in their 
prospects, competition-wise. “We 
felt we had a chance to win gold.” 
They did, with ease. Many had 
participated in past Gay Games, 
and some for years in the Gay 
Softball League. 

Baker credited some outstand¬ 
ing pitching by Steve Sternfeld, 
Gary Castro for timely hitting, 
shortstop Deke Johnson for out¬ 
standing defense, and Clay 
Maxwell for hitting. 

Better conditions 

Baker said that despite 
playing first games on a 
converted soccer field, the 
facilities were great. Sara Wad¬ 
dell Lewenstein, GSL’s 
commissioner and 
coach of the newly 
formed women’s team 
AVTS, which also 
took the Gold, agreed. 

“We just had to make adjust¬ 
ments.” She did, however, note 
that it was an extra pain to bring 
the proper-sized softballs on her 
own, since Dutch organizers ... 
lacked balls of the right size. 

Many softballers considered 
Amsterdam an improvement over 
the 1994 Games. The glamour of 
playing in Central Park had been 
tarnished by the unkempt and 
“dangerous” fields, not because of 
muggers, but poor grounds con¬ 
ditions. 

With mostly sunny days and 
great weather, the games went on 
schedule. While most softball 
teams were American, newly 
formed teams from Sydney and 
London gave it their best shot, be¬ 


fore being clobbered. 

“They were neophytes,” Baker 
politely put it. He doesn’t even 
know if they won any games, but 
that’s not the point for some. 

And if San Francisco and the 
U.S. dominated, it was with a 
benevolence not unlike Gulliver at 
the bat. The San Francisco May¬ 
hem men’s team won the silver, 
and the women’s team Bay Back- 
breakers took the bronze. 

As to his hopes 
for Gay Games VI in 
Sydney, Baker said 
that “the problem is many of 
us are approaching retire¬ 
ment age. Several are over 40. 
We all made a commitment 
to work hard to get the 
same team to go to 
Sydney.” However, it is 
four years and an en¬ 
tire hemisphere away. 
His B division team 
won San Francisco Golden Bear 
Classic and second place in a re¬ 
cent Phoenix tournament as well. 
Several players came out of retire¬ 
ment for this competition, and 
may continue to the next gay 
world series in Kansas City. 

Straight bat boys 

Baker’s experience in Amster¬ 
dam “was so wonderful. It was re¬ 
moved from the politics” and 
concerns about the financial scan¬ 
dals. He said the “volunteers who 
worked on the site made us feel 
like celebrities. We had straight 
boys from the neighborhood who 
asked to be our bat boys, so whole 
families came out to watch. They 
were in awe of the power hitters. 
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A Bay Batter swings, while opposing players from the Elbo Room watch. 


Some said they’d never seen peo¬ 
ple play so good.” 

Mark Schultz, owner of the 
popular Rolo shops, attended Gay 
Games as both a softball player 
and co-sponsor of the gold- 
medalist men’s basketball team, 
the SF Rockdogs. 

He noted that the “interna¬ 
tional rules were slightly differ¬ 
ent,” and all of the 10 competing 
teams in his league had to adapt 
to the soccer field situation, but 
that the “townspeople were in¬ 
credibly friendly, as well as those 
running the event.” 

This was his first Gay Games. 
When asked if he planned to go to 
Sydney he said, “Absolutely. It was 
such an incredible experience.” 

Schultz continues his softball 
presence with the Rolo Peppers, 
who also won the San Francisco 
championship, and went to the 
world series in Adanta, where they 
put in a good showing. 

“Atlanta hosted a well-orga¬ 
nized event,” he said, crediting 
softball’s huge national contin¬ 
gent of people involved in this 
truly American sport. “National 
tournaments are always going on 
in cities, with 60 teams from all 
over the country. It’s amazing.” 

Star pitching 

GSL’s commissioner Lewenstein 
noted a few snags that were dealt 
with. Eight trained umpires from 
Ireland had volunteered, but none 
of them could come to Amster¬ 
dam. Dutch organizers had to em¬ 
ploy makeshift replacements. One 
umpire had never refereed before. 

“The lack of professionalism,” 
Lewenstein noted, “needs to be 
improved.” 

She did note that despite some 
differences of opinion in a few ref¬ 
eree matters, it was a great few 
days of playing. 

Gold medal women’s team 
AVTS (Audio Video Technical 
Services) featured a member of 
the Waddell family, star pitcher 
Sandy Ghilarducci (and Lewen- 
stein’s partner). 

“It was really nice,” Ghilarduc¬ 


ci said of the fields of dreams. 
“The atmosphere with the teams 
was very positive. Some women 
on our teams helped other coach¬ 
es. They had viewing areas to see 
other games nearby. You could 
support each other.” 

Ghilarducci was charmed by 
the English soccer team that 
transformed into a softball team. 
“They had the spirit and the will. 
A couple teams slaughtered them, 
though.” She considered a few 
teams to be a bit too aggressive 
with less experienced teams. 

“They were a field hockey 
team, but decided they were 
gonna do softball, and they went 
out there, no matter how badly 
they got beaten.” 

As to fellow U.S. competition? 
“I expected more U.S. teams to 
show up. Oakland was a good 
team. We didn’t slaughter them 
like we did here.” 

Ghilarducci mentioned the 
measures more adept teams 
sometimes took not to overpow¬ 
er fledgling competitors. “When 
you go into a game you don’t 
know until the first few innings. 
With a new foreign team, there 
are certain things you don’t do. 
You don’t take that extra base. You 
just don’t take advantage of the 
other team. I think that’s the spir¬ 
it of the Games. Stomping them is 
not the purpose. Some teams did 
do that, we didn’t appreciate that. 
How does it feel to do that?” 

She stressed the open atmos¬ 
phere that is common with gay 
softball, “Some guys thought 
they’d never get there,” she said, 
referring to players with HIV. 
“Now they’re looking forward to 
Australia. Their dreams actually 
came true.” T

Francisco Examiner that Fong, 
who’s state treasurer, made the 
donation to the Reverend Lou 
Sheldon’s TVC. The money was 
leftover from Fong’s 1994 run for 
treasurer, and by law could not be 
used for his senate bid. While the 
newspaper did not report the 
exact date of Fong’s donation, 
German said that Log Cabin 
members had met with Fong in 
May and August. Fong acknowl¬ 
edged he made the donation dur¬ 
ing the spring, which could have 
been before or after his meeting 
with gay Republicans in the Bay 
Area. 

According to Fong, the money 
was donated for a poll on a pro¬ 
posed initiative banning same-sex 
marriages in California. Fong has 
stated he believes marriage should 
be between a man and a woman. 
Fong also called Sheldon a long¬ 
time friend, although he tried to 
distance himself from the homo- 
phobic Presbyterian minister by 
saying he doesn’t agree with Shel¬ 
don on all of his issues. 

TVC is opposed to gay rights 
and advocated quarantining peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. Sheldon also led 
the fight against the Senate con¬ 
firming Jim Hormel as ambas¬ 
sador to Luxembourg. 

Statewide support shored 

Unlike the San Francisco chap¬ 
ter of Log Cabin, Mark Patrosso, 
chair of the state organization, 
told the B.A.R. that they are satis¬ 
fied with Fong’s written pledge of 
support. The six specific items 
outlined in the letter are nothing 
new, however, and were just the 
result of ongoing talks with Fong, 
Patrosso admitted. He said he was 
surprised by Fong’s donation to 
TVC. “I’m still upset with it,” Pa¬ 
trosso said, adding that nonethe¬ 
less, the state chapter of Log Cabin 
would not rescind its endorse¬ 
ment of the candidate. 

Patrosso did not criticize the 
San Francisco chapter for decid¬ 
ing to pull its support of Fong. 
“Log Cabin is not some kind of 
third world dictatorship. The

strength of our organization is 
that we’re free thinking individu¬ 
als,” he said. 

The controversy has been a 
windfall of sorts for Boxer, who 
used a campaign stop in San Fran¬ 
cisco Monday night to criticize 
Fong for making the donation to 
TVC. She said Fong was out.of 
step with most Californians. The 
Boxer-Fong race is one of the 
most closely watched Senate con¬ 
tests in the country; recent polls, 
taken before the Fong donation 
story broke, gave Boxer a slight 
lead. 

The statement signed by Fong 
on Monday pledges the candi¬ 
date’s support for AIDS funding; 
opposition to the Hefley amend¬ 
ment, which the Senate defeated; 
support of the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA), ex¬ 
cluding small businesses and reli¬ 
gious institutions; support of 
Hormel’s nomination as ambas¬ 
sador; support of equal rights is¬ 
sues for gays and lesbians includ¬ 
ing housing non-discrimination, 
hospital visitation, sick and be¬ 
reavement leave, retirement, sur¬ 
vivor, and health insurance bene¬ 
fits for gay and lesbian partners, 
public accommodations for gays 
and lesbians; and federal hate 
crime legislation.

So the current board Presi¬ 
dent, Barbara Kaufman, had to 

travel to NYC, Philadelphia, and 
other points East to learn that 
San Francisco has a homeless 
problem; maybe a seven o’clock 
ride from Castro down Market to 
the Embarcadero might enlight¬ 
en Ms. Kaufman. And was that 
an ever-so-slight veiled criticism 
of the Brown administration 
when she uttered the hated words 
that “the [homeless] problem 
here is now worse than ever?” 
The mayor isn’t going to like that, 
Babs. (And wherever did she 
conjure up the nerve to say any¬ 
thing negative about this mayor’s 
administration? Will wonders 
ever cease?) 

What’s wrong with this pic¬ 
ture? People magazine comes out 
with their list of America’s “100 
Most Powerful People” - 94 men 
and only six women. (Gimme a 
break, folks; I mean, you do the 
math.) 

And from NYC we learn that 
Mayor Rudy Guiliani’s police de¬ 
partment has absolutely no prob¬ 
lem in the handling of two and a 
half million baseball fans clogging 
up Manhattan streets during the 
parade for the World Champion 
Yankees, but a quiet candlelight 
march of 5,000 who were remem¬ 
bering Matthew Shepard got 
“out of control” and over 130 ar¬ 
rests were necessary.

Chris Bowman, a member of

states,” Spiegel wrote. “And Fong’s 
support of its divisiveness makes 
absolutely hollow - and frankly 
offensive - the statement of his 
campaign spokesman that this 
demonstrates that Matt Fong is a 
unifier able to work with people 
from all sides of the issues, who 
will ‘fight bigotry and intolerance 
with his dying breath.’ By his ac¬ 
tions, he has forfeited the ability 
to do so.” ▼

Fong and Dan Lungren are 

shamelessly using her name in 
desperate attempts to win votes. 

The big bucks spent by the 
rival gambling interests battling 
over Proposition 5 will likely sur¬ 
pass $100 million by this Tuesday, 
making that the most expensive 
statewide proposition ever.

Chris Cozad, from the Buck¬

weapon used. 

“We have quite a bit of infor¬ 
mation we’re working on,” was all 
that Lieutenant Mike Brown of 
the sheriff’s department was will¬ 
ing to divulge. “We’ll see if it takes 
us down the right path or if it’s a 
dead end.” 

A well-known business owner 
in the Russian River area for some 
20 years, Grahlmann was 
mourned by many friends who 
say his harsh exterior carefully 
concealed a heart of gold. Howev¬ 
er, he was also derided by others 
who simply could not abide him. 

“You either liked him or you 
didn’t,” admitted his longtime 
friend Kathy Corbell, manager of 
Grahlmann’s popular Guerneville 
bar, the Rainbow Cattle Company. 
“He was a gruff, loud-mouthed, 
hard drinking, sometimes abusive 
man on the outside, but when you 
got through that rough exterior, he 
was one of the warmest, most gen¬ 
erous people, the best boss and the 
worst customer.” 

Corbell recalled having to 
throw Grahlmann out of his own 
bar and send him home in a taxi 
when he was drunk. She also 
noted that he sometimes handed 
people rent money when they 
were down on their luck, or gave 
them a job at one of his many es¬ 
tablishments. 

Corbell, who had recently 
hired Blore as a barback for the 
Rainbow, described him as “a fun 
guy” 

“People liked him. He was al¬ 
ways on time and he was always 
sober. I thought I had found a 
prize,” she said. 

However, according to an arti¬ 
cle in the Santa Rosa Press Demo¬ 
crat, Blore had a past history of 
criminal activity, including a petty 


that area held a Shepard vigil on 
the Statehouse lawn. “It was one 
of the finest pieces of grassroots 
organizing,” said Cozad. “We 
had over 2,000 people in atten¬ 
dance.” 

She added that the Columbus 
Police Department is “horrible,” 
not just for queers, but is being in¬ 
vestigated by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment in other matters. That has 
resulted in BRAVO continuing to 
build up support and offer pro¬ 
grams to people. “We continue to 
build. We were already offering a 


theft conviction in 1997, a re¬ 
straining order obtained by a for¬ 
mer girlfriend, and a conviction 
for assault stemming from a Janu¬ 
ary 8 incident at the Rainbow in 
which he slugged a customer with 
a beer mug. 

Vulgar, crass friend 

Tom Lynch, a manager at the 
Ziggurat, a splashy night club that 
Grahlmann operated in 
Guerneville before it succumbed 
to a flood, called Grahlmann an 
“iconoclast.” 

“He was a big, vulgar, crass 
German, one of my best friends,” 
Lynch told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I am devastated by the loss of his 
friendship.” 

Lynch, who is heterosexual, 
said Grahlmann had friends from 
all segments of the community, 
and was planning to invest more 
in the Russian River area because 
“he believed in it.” 

In addition to many river area 
businesses, Grahlmann owned 
clubs in San Francisco and 
Hawaii. He moved to San Francis¬ 
co from his native Germany in the 
1960s and proceeded to open nu¬ 
merous businesses, generally with 
other partners. He had a longtime 
partner, Richard Norley, who died 
five years ago of AIDS, according 
to another friend, B.A.R. political 
editor Wayne Friday. 

Grahlmann’s ashes were 
shipped to his mother in Ger¬ 
many, although some will be scat¬ 
tered at the river and in Hawaii. 
Blore is survived by his girlfriend 
of 11 months. 

The Reverend John Torres of 
Russian River Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church will lead a memo¬ 
rial service this Saturday, begin¬ 
ning at 4 p.m. on the beach be¬ 
hind Stumptown Brewery and the 
Hiding Place, two of the many 
clubs and restaurants Grahlmann 
owned in the river area. T 


whistle campaign. It’s been only 
three to four weeks and we’ve al¬ 
ready run out of whistles,” Cozad 
said, adding she’s also seen an in¬ 
crease in reporting of anti-gay vi¬ 
olence cases. 

Dave Shannon, of the Fenway 
Community Health Center in 
Boston, said gays there are fortu¬ 
nate to live in a progressive state. 
“Whenever we all stand together, 
that’s how we get power,” he said, 
adding numerous anti-violence 
groups participated in a Shepard

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’Arcy Drollinger’s room is a mess. Strewn 
amongst a colorful collection of ’70s-era 
tchochkes are piles upon piles of Enrique 
memorabilia. Posters, photographs, costumes, fly¬ 
ers, and various door prizes are scattered about the 
shag carpeting, documenting the career of one of 
San Francisco’s most theatrical rock groups — a ca¬ 
reer that, sadly, is coming to an end. 

After ten years, four theatrical shows, one CD, 
and countless singers, dancers, and musicians, En¬ 
rique is finally calling it quits. D’Arcy, the group’s 
creative mastermind, is busy packing, preparing a 
move to New York City. Longtime Enrique singer 
Kathy Fenker is already there, having relocated ear¬ 
lier this year. D’Arcy’s creative partner, Jason Meci- 
er, will remain in San Francisco, where his career as 


the country’s foremost “bean and noodle” portrait 
artist is slowly but surely reaping him success. 

Enrique always had a reputation for being over- 
the-top, so it’s no surprise that the group is ending 
its career with a bang. Next week’s three farewell 
shows at the Transmission Theater promise to be a 
blow-out extravaganza, chronicling the history of 
Enrique in four separate acts. Former bandmates 
and cast members are slated to appear, performing 
material from every incarnation of the group, in¬ 
cluding songs from the band’s 1996 CD Cut The 
Cheese, along with selections from D’Arcy’s four 
rock musicals: Cereal Killers, The Possession of Mrs. 
Jones, Suburbia 3000, and, most recently, Above and 
Beyond the Valley of the Ultra Showgirls. 

Clearing a spot in D’Arcy’s cluttered room, I sat 


on the shag carpet and reminisced with him about 
Enrique’s illustrious history.

David Hegarty by Erin Blackwell 

A nyone who’s been to an evening show at the Castro Theatre has seen a guy sit down at 
the cream-colored console at the foot of the stage and launch into a medley of pop 
standards, movie themes, and the inevitable “San Francisco.” Odds are, that guy was 
l David Hegarty. Hegarty, 53, is reserved and soft-spoken at first approach, given to 
li dressing with impeccable taste, like someone out of a Raymond Chandler film. He 
has been the Castro’s senior organist since 1984, when Elbert Lashelle retired from the post at 
the age of 81. All in all, Hegarty’s been playing at the Castro for about 20 years. (This means, 
if he’s got the staying power of his predecessor, he’s not yet halfway through his tenure.) 

The Michigan native arrived in San Francisco in 1976. He soon had a gig filling in on the 
electronic Conn organ (with speakers in lieu of pipes) that Castro owner Mel Novikoff had 
bought in memory of the original Wurlitzer. When the current Wurlitzer was installed in 1982, 
Hegarty was there to play it and watch it grow, as more pieces of its magnificent technologi¬ 
cal puzzle were slowly put into place. 

The initial installation included only eight ranks (or sets) of pipes; today there are 21. In-

- IP he title role in Hecuba can’t 
be much fun to play. It’s not 
II exactly Auntie Marne, after 
all. But Olympia Dukakis emerges 
for the curtain call looking chip¬ 
per enough. Perhaps it’s partly re¬ 
lief that her 97 minutes under the 
skin of a woman who declares “I 
am misfortune itself” is over for 
another night.

M heatreWorks is providing 
quick closure to the mystery 
of a quick closer. The Palo 
Alto-based theater company has 
mounted the first production of 
Side Show since the musical floun¬ 
dered last year on Broadway de¬ 
spite a warm critical embrace, cre¬ 
ating an instant cult show that 
doesn’t always survive the renewed 
scrutiny at the Mountain View 
Center for the Performing Arts. 

The ambitious production and 
exemplary work of the lead per¬ 
formers can’t disguise the musi¬ 
cal’s over-reaching effort to create 
a pressing parable from its story 
of Siamese twins. From the open¬ 
ing song in which an unsavory 
barker snarls at the audience to 
“come look at the freaks” to the 
unnecessarily pretentious sung- 
through format, to the melodra¬ 
ma of the anachronistic power 
ballads, Side Show tries to inflate 


the story of Daisy and Violet 
Hilton to an importance it simply 
cannot sustain. 

Bill Russell, who wrote the spry 
beauty-contest parody Pageant, 
largely submerges his sense of 
humor in his accounting of the 
real-life conjoined sisters who 
began as freak-show performers 
before finding a place in a vaude¬ 
ville. Their exploitation as well as 
their individual and shared dreams 
are explored with occasional in¬ 
sight, but without the imagination 
and sophistication that might fi¬ 
nally ignite the material. 

But even with its flaws, the 
musical provides opportunities 
for the performers to rouse the 
audience. As Daisy and Violet, 
Kristen Behrendt and Debra 
Wiseman impressively perform in 
lockstep while creating individual 
personalities. The music by Henry 
Krieger ( Dreamgirls ) hands 
Behrendt and Wiseman several 
opportunities for pull-out-the- 
stops duets that they deliver,on. 
Stephonne Smith’s appealing per¬ 
formance as a fellow freak-show

Appetite for life

novels and an autobiography, left¬ 
ist leanings that put her under in¬ 
vestigation by HUAC, and judging 
from what we see onscreen, loving 
mother.

One of the funniest mo¬ 
ments is taken from her talk show, 
shot in San Francisco in the early 
1960s, where she interviews Lib- 
erace, who archly displays and de¬ 
scribes his gaudy jewelry to his 
oh-so sympathetic hostess. Some 
of the most fascinating footage 
comes when Lee invades a re¬ 
hearsal for David Merrick’s origi¬ 
nal production of Gypsy. The 
image of the great Ethel Merman 
swaggering across the stage, with 
Lee’s startled reaction to the sim¬ 
ilarity to her mother, is alone 
worth the price of admission. 

These clips mostly don’t go

Home Movies, but Murrow added, 
and this is equally evident, “she’s 
a show business phenomenon.” 
Born in 1914 to a hyperambitious 
mother, the infamous Mama Rose 
familiar from the countless ver¬ 
sions of the musical Gypsy, Lee 
grew up in the shadow of her then 
more famous sister, June. But her 
theatrical instincts were sharper 
than her sister’s or her mother’s. 
When the public tired of the 
Mama-concocted vaudeville act 
“Dainty June and the Newsboys,” 
the future queen of strippers 
stepped in, changed the newsboys 
to girls, dyed their hair, and called 
the fabulously successful result 
“Rose Louise and Her Hollywood 
Blondes.” 

By the age of 22, she was the 
highest-paid burlesque star in 
New York, but burlesque in the 
1930s was a far cry from the sleazy 
strip joints of the 1950s. Lee’s nat¬ 
ural comic bent and charisma — 
the wit of the drama queen who 
never takes herself too seriously 
— comes across in still fresh rou¬ 
tines like the one where she or¬ 
chestrates reverse stripteases, 
starting out with scantily clad 
women and slowly covering them 
up with elaborate drapery. In an¬ 
other clever conceit, she plays a 
hardboiled agent who demands to 
see a male prospect’s legs and 
makes it clear that he can expect 
to put out if he wants to make it. 
The statuesque, ever-smiling Lee 
was mistress of the tease, the 
arched eyebrow, and the artfully 
placed curtain. 

Throwaway charm 

The film documents Lee’s drift

Skewering taboos on film

: . iight-wingers and libertari¬ 
ans, along with brilliant but 
f ". confused souls like Camille 
Paglia, have argued that the NEA 
is unnecessary, that withdrawal of 
funding from gay and radical 
artists like the “NEA 4” (Holly 
Hughes, Karen Finley, Tim Miller, 
and John Fleck) should not be a 
problem, that any “real artist” will 
find a way to create art with or 
without government funding. 

But surely in any sensible mod¬ 
ern society, taxpayers deserve pub¬ 
lic art, defined in the broadest 
sense, along with the military 
spending, political campaigns, and 
other wasteful activities we pay for 
whether we want to or not. The 
NEA, provoked by Jesse Helms 
and his fellow cavemen with the 
support of a reactionary Supreme 
Court, is consistently narrowing 
the definition of the kinds of art 
that can be funded “in the public 
interest.” PBS and its Lawrence 


Welk re-runs are okay, as are sym¬ 
phonies, operas, ballet companies, 
and other Euro-inspired elite en¬ 
tertainments. There’s nothing 
wrong with these forms per se, but 
it’s extremely troubling that 
they’re used as an excuse to crowd 
out everything else. 

As the public dialogue shrinks, 
and the public space available for a 
wide range of art dwindles to the 
vanishing point, it’s more impor¬ 
tant than ever to support those 
venues that continue to present 
provocative, diverse, challenging 
art. The seven shorts in the S.F. 
Cinematheque’s Film Under Fire: 
An Evening of Objectionable Art 
have not officially been banned, 
though there’s every reason to be¬ 
lieve they would be if brought to 
the attention of some issue-starved 
Congressperson or religious nut in 
need of a cause. On the other hand, 
their distributor, the venerable 
Canyon Cinema, is an NEA re¬ 
jectee, so there’s a tangible connec¬ 
tion between the seven shorts in 
this show and the recent dogged at¬ 


tempts to silence unwanted voices. 

Feminist art has always been a 
broad target, but particularly late¬ 
ly, as women speak more strident¬ 
ly about themselves and continue 
to reclaim their imagery from 
male control. Three of the films in 
this program mine this territory 
to often breathtaking effect. Anne 
Severson’s Near the Big Chakra 
(1971) is a devastating series of 
extreme close-ups of vulvas, pre¬ 
sented simply and without com¬ 
ment. The primacy of the female 
flesh, the breaking of the taboo of 
woman presenting woman with¬ 
out the intervening hand of the 
male, is the subject here. Sever¬ 
son’s images, radical in 1971 and 
now, at first evoke the feel of the 
medical text, but the insistence of 
the imagery takes on a hypnotic, 
painterly effect. New Yorker Peggy 
Ahwesh rescued an anonymous

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Classic pleasures

f omen’s work and 
women’s stories are fea¬ 
tured at various Bay Area 
theatres this week. Yippee, is what 
I say about that. The range of 
work, from classical drama to per¬ 
sonal narratives, and all manner 
of permutations in between, of¬ 
fers stunning choices for all of us 
who love live performance. 

If Greek myths and legends are 
just what you’re looking for, con¬ 
sider Persephone’s Dream, pre¬ 
sented by Nightletter Theatre at 
Somar (934 Brannan between 8th 
and 9th Streets). I spoke briefly 
with Sydney Carson, who directs 
her own reworking of the Deme- 


tury Sleeping Beauty tale into her 
tale. In this version, the Prince 
rapes the sleeping princess before 
he awakens her, a chilling com¬ 
ment on the fact that most 
teenage mothers are impregnated 
by adult men, not fellow teens. 
Persephone’s Dream offers more 
than mere words; it is, in Carson’s 
words, “a very visual piece,” with 
puppets, film, slides, and sound 
used to create many levels of 
meaning. “The universe is ex¬ 
panding and will blow apart,” 
Carson explains, “and that image 
is the perfect paradigm for our 
own world.” Persephone’s Dream 
runs through November 22. Call 
552-1770. 

A.C.T. revisits Hecuba with the 
gorgeous Olympia Dukakis in the

ter and Persephone myth. With 
the rainy season fast approaching, 
this is the perfect time to consid¬ 
er the Greeks’ explanation for the 
darkness of winter. Carson’s ver¬ 
sion takes place in a dilapidated 
apartment house which signifies a 
postapocalyptic world. “The play 
started as a story of a very young 
woman with a young daughter,” 
Carson explained. “I started 
thinking about people too young 
to have babies. I’d read a lot about 
teenage pregnancy, and about 
girls who think they want chil¬ 
dren. I also thought about my 
own relationship with my moth¬ 
er. Those ideas led to thinking 
about Demeter, to the idea of 
Demeter as someone’s mother.” 

In addition to the Persephone 
myth, Carson weaves a 17th-cen- 


title role. Hecuba runs through 
November 22, and if you want to 
hear what one of our greatest ac¬ 
tors thinks about the role, check 
out A.C.T. Perspectives on No¬ 
vember 2 at 7 p.m., when she and 
Justina Gregory, a professor of 
classics at Smith, discuss the play, 
the myth, and related topics. All 
the festivities take place at the 
Geary Theatre. Call 749-2228. 

And if you’ve never met an asp 
you didn’t like, or have a serious 
case of “immortal longings,” don’t 
miss Antony and Cleopatra at 
Berkeley Rep, November 10-Jan- 
uary 8. A&C is Shakespeare’s most 
cinematic play, and perhaps his 
most meta-theatrical as well. It’s 
certainly worth a trip to Berkeley, 
if only to see seven actors play all 
the roles. Call (510) 845-4700.

ing grief is eventually transformed 
into a consuming lust for revenge. 
Dukakis, who played this role be¬ 
fore for ACT in 1995, gives a risky 
full-throttle performance that is 
neither grand nor glamorous but 
that abundantly conveys the fall¬ 
en monarch’s abject misery and 
the bitter satisfaction of her re¬ 
venge. 

But for Hecuba, the revenge is 
incomplete. When the play be¬ 
gins, she has already buried a hus¬ 
band and two sons during the 
Trojans’ disastrous war with the 
Greeks, and her daughter is soon 
taken from her as a sacrifice to the 
Greek hero Achilles. When the 
body of another son washes up on 
shore, one whose safety she 
thought she had bought, Dukakis’ 
Hecuba begins to shake with a 
fury that must find its violent re¬ 
lease. 

While several members of the 
supporting cast do not transcend 
adequacy, at least two make im¬ 
pressions stronger than that. 
Marco Barricelli creates a strap¬ 
ping Odysseus, and his rakish cos¬ 


tume brings back memories of his 
Stanley Kowalski from last season. 
Steven Anthony Jones gives an 
oily, fleshy carnality to Poly- 
mestor, the Thracian king who 
suffers the brunt of Hecuba’s 
vengeance. 

Adapted by Timberlake 
Wertenbaker for ACT’s 1995 pro¬ 
duction, the play conveys its plot 
mostly through speeches that 
Carey Perloff has staged in stat¬ 
uesque fashion. Though some of 
the costumes by David F. Draper 
have contemporary overtones, 
Perloff’s production sustains a 
classical tone on Kate Edmunds’ 
Hadean set. 

Perhaps the most adventurous 
element, carried over from the 
earlier production, is the casting 
of the musical group KITKA as 
members of the Greek chorus. 
Their lines are sung in close har¬ 
monies that can be pretty, even 
when they undercut the harsh 
drama around them. It’s a little 
like having a glee club in hell. T

Making the Film Festival rounds

o get an advance look at 
what gay films would be hit¬ 
ting our screens in the com¬ 
ing year, the B.A.R. attended the 
22nd Montreal World, the 36th 
New York, and the very first 
Marco Island Film Festivals. Why? 
Most gay films are low-budget, in¬ 
dependent creations that go in 
need of distributors. Good word 
of mouth plus several rave reviews 
garnered at festivals such as these 
can do the trick of getting an un¬ 
heard-of effort playing at the Cas¬ 
tro or a local multiplex. Of course, 
many films will never be screened 
outside of a festival, and some de¬ 
servedly so. 

First stop: Marco Island, just 
off Naples, Florida, is home to a 
rather large share of millionaires 
and Tom Cruise’s mother, Mary 
Lee South. This delightful woman 
with thanks to her delightful off¬ 
spring was able to get the Cruise- 
produced Without Limits as the 
opening night offering. But just as 
this movie lacked gay content, so 
did the close to 30 other offerings. 
Not one to our knowledge had an 
overt homosexual theme, unless 
you want to count the Christine 
Lahti starrer Judgment Day: The 
Ellie Nesler Story, the true tale of a 


mother who murders a Sunday 
School teacher who had violated 
her young son for years. We don’t. 

Other features had a few gays 
strutting through the background 
here and there. Jack Gindi’s 
What’s Your Sign?, a simplistic 
love story, features a stereotypical 
overweight butch lesbian running 
down a staircase, plus the oddest 
heterosexual vision of a drag 
queen you ever saw decorating a 
party scene for quick laughs. Then 
there’s a queeny neighbor in very 
tight shorts wriggling his butt and 
mooning for the straight hero. 

The most daring film here was 
Eric L. Cooper’s Jesus 2000, a 20- 
minute short about how the 
media would react if the Savior 
returned to America and ran for 
President against Kemp and Gore 
in our next election. One of the 
poll questions frequently asked 
during the chaos that erupts is 
whether Jesus is gay, and does it 
matter? 

Then there was Jerome Cour- 
shon’s entertaining God, Sex & 
Apple Pie. Here was another Big 
Chill showcasing mostly studs 
with pecs and washboard stom¬ 
achs, and a bunch of hot babes. 
The guys at one point do a limp 
wrist takeoff on a gay chap they 
know, while two of the women re¬ 
call with a refreshing delight their 


lesbian experiences. One played 
by Penelope Crabtree even has a 
lengthy lesbian flashback smooch. 
B.A.R. went up to the filmmaker 
for an explanation. 

“Why are the two straight, 
macho yuppie guys making a joke 
at the expense of homosexuality?” 
Courshon questioned himself be¬ 
fore answering. “I did that because 
the people I grew up with did that 
crap. It’s very much still ingrained 
in the consciousness of people in 
the Midwest, probably throughout 
the country. ...I wanted just to be 
honest and reflect that this is the 
way that a lot of people still are. 
...I’ve actually had a couple of peo¬ 
ple who’ve hated the rest of the 
film because of that.” 

Turning to Crabtree, B.A.R. 
asked, “Was this your first lesbian 
kiss?” 

Crabtree: “Yes, it was.” 

B.A.R.: “Were you uncomfort¬ 
able doing it? Was it right for the 
character?” 

Crabtree: “Well, it was obvi¬ 
ously written in the script. I was 
completely comfortable. Actually, 
I knew the actress beforehand, not 
that we practiced or anything be¬ 
fore the film.” 

B.A.R.: “Do you think every 
heterosexual woman should have 
one lesbian kiss?” 

Crabtree (and Courshon, very 
enthusiastically): “Sure.” 

B.A.R.: “What about men 
then, Mr. Courshon? Should they 
also get to have one gay kiss?” 

His facial expression could be 
read as a decided no. 

Gay helmer 

The New York Film Festival, 
considered one of the more pres¬ 
tigious celluloid events Stateside, 
had no problem coming up with 
a few overt gay offerings. Woody 
Allen’s annoying Celebrity, 
though, merely boasted a bisexu¬ 
al high-fashion model who comes 
on to the hero played by Kenneth 
Branaugh, while Winona Ryder 
plays an actress performing a tor¬ 
rid lesbian scene off-off-Broad- 
way. However, Bill Condon’s Gods 
and Monsters, based upon 
Christopher Bram’s sensational 
novel Father of Frankenstein, is 
not to be missed. The feature ex¬ 
plores the life of director James 
Whale. Boasting a brilliant per¬ 
formance by Sir Ian McKellen as 
the openly gay helmer of Show- 
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Tony Ward in Sex/Life in L.A. 


boat and The Invisible Man, plus a 
very fine one by Brendan Fraser as 
his pool boy, this venture will 
transform the way you watch 
Whale’s other classics Franken¬ 
stein and The Bride of Franken¬ 
stein. Whoever thought these hor¬ 
ror classics had gay subtexts? 

Then there’s the youthful Gas- 
par Noe, who’s directed a spectac¬ 
ularly outrageous and explicit, 
safe sex, heterosexual sodomy TV 
commercial for the French gov¬ 
ernment. It’s enough reason to fly 
over to Paris and just stay in your 
room to watch the tube. He was 
represented here with I Stand 
Alone, a hilarious feature about a 
modern Frenchman whose life 
has gone terribly wrong, and he 
knows whom to blame: gays, 
blacks, Arabs, and women. When 
not ranting homophobically or 
punching out his pregnant second 


pleted. Others are still flying high 
like Icarus. 

John Greyson’s Uncut is a 
comic part-narrative/part-docu- 
mentary look at circumcision, gay 
erotica, former Prime Minister 
Trudeau, and the Holy Prepuce of 
Jesus. Like the director’s AIDS 
musical Zero Patience, it’s a bit 
uneven, yet you never want to 
shoot yourself in the head while 
watching it. 

Gil M. Portes’ Miguel/Michelle 
gives a look at how small-town 
Filipinos accept homosexuality 
and sex changes. Happily, the 
now-penisless heroine who had 
her operation in the Big Apple 
wins out against mass bigotry in 
this slight but touching comedy. 

Sarah Miller’s Dating Games 
has 29-year-old Evy searching for 
love ad nauseam. She has a hot 
lesbian boss, and a closeted gay

wife, he fantasizes about having 
sex with his institutionalized 
daughter. A black comedy not to 
be missed. 

Todd Haynes’ Velvet Goldmine 
also showed up. Though not a 
flawless masterpiece like his Safe, 
consider this one an over-the-top 
opera pursuing the parallel stories 
of a bisexual, Bowie-esque rock 
star and a young teen who’s his 
biggest fan. This one demands re¬ 
peated viewings before you can 
judge it soundly, and a tolerance 
for glitter. 

Bathtub climax 

Moving on to Montreal, with 
its annual showings of over 400 
films, you can always spot a 
baker’s dozen of gay goodies here. 
One of the most anticipated and 
best attended was Jochen Hick’s 
Sex/Life in L.A. Who wouldn’t 
wanted to see Madonna’s ex, Tony 
Ward, masturbate to a climax in a 
bathtub? This documentary fol¬ 
lows a group of sex workers 
through their dreams and daily 
hustles. Porn stars, porn directors, 
street hustlers and more. One guy 
died after the shooting was corn- 


male roommate who wants to 
marry her, but you won’t care. 
The selling point of this breeders- 
in-angst effort is that Ms. Miller is 
directing her two sisters, that’s if 
we understood the buzz correctly, 
or maybe it just stars three sisters. 
Either way, it ain’t Chekhov. 

Matthew Diamond’s Dance- 
maker, a look at openly gay chore¬ 
ographer Paul Taylor and his 
touring company, is one of the 
best docs on dance you’ll see this 
decade. A master’s creative 
process and ego, plus the people 
he immediately affects, sometimes 
mercilessly, have never been so 
well-explored. 

For those of you in search of a 
little wry brutality, search out Jon 
Reiss’ Cleopatra’s Second Husband. 
When photographer Robert 
Marrs allows a sexy couple to 
house-sit for him and his wife, he 
never expects to lose his spouse, 
his precious tropical fish, and 
eventually his anal virginity. Gay 
faves Alexis Arquette and Rhada 
Mitchell appear, but it’s the hyper 
rough Boyd Kerstner you’ll walk 
out remembering.

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The rise and fall 
of a golden boy 

New biography of Casey Donovan

ne thing about porn — it 
likes a golden boy, and every 

,' generation of porn stars has 
an Anointed One. In the 1960s, 
Jim Stryker provided the proto¬ 
type — corn silk hair, pale blue 
eyes, and a princely bearing. 
Stryker’s popularity was so great 
that his surnom de porn has been 
recycled through succeeding gen¬ 
erations. At the height of his fame, 
he reached a bit beyond the con¬ 
straints of physique magazines, 
cutting a 45 rpm record that let 
his fans Hear His Actual Voice!, 
and enjoying a momentary fling 
as a model. He ultimately became 
an interior decorator, and settled 
in Los Angeles. 

A golden boy for the ’90s was , 
ex-Marine Danny Summers, 
whose sweet reticence yielded to 
sexual abandon. This late in the 
porn game, and to his credit, 
Danny seems to have realized that 
porn isn’t a career stepping stone, 
and used his earnings to matricu¬ 
late from cocksmanship to college. 

But the golden boy for all time 
was Casey Donovan, the boyishly 
beautiful, elegantly roguish, 
charming, cultured, voracious sex 
pig. With his unique blend of 
personal traits and professional 
skills, he arrived on the scene via 
the blazing success in 1972 of the 
film Boys in the Sand, just as the 
first waves of post-Stonewall gay 
liberation were peaking. And for 
some years, it seemed that if any¬ 
body could cross over, use his sex¬ 
ual stardom as the springboard to 
a legit career, it would be Casey. 
He was the poster boy for our day 
in the sun, when the free expres¬ 
sion of our sexuality was sup¬ 
posed to triumphantly open all 
doors for us. It was a golden 
dream, and it allowed golden boy 
Casey Donovan to fly the highest 
— and fall the farthest. 

Seattle-based writer Roger Ed¬ 
monson entertainingly recounts 
the story of Casey’s life in a new 
biography with too many titles. 
Boy in the Sand: Casey Donovan, 
All-American Sex Star (Alyson 
Books, paper, $12.95) starts in a 
rural community in western New 
York, where the young Cal Culver 
began his sexual career by inti¬ 
mately fraternizing with the 
guests at his parent’s resort. His 
outgoing way and high energy 
made him popular in school, and 
propelled him toward his chosen 
career as a teacher. But, as Ed¬ 
monson documents, Cal’s taste 
for sex always came first. His 
move to New York City — bright 
lights, celebrities, lots of sex— ul¬ 
timately cost him his teaching job, 
and, in need of money, he accept¬ 
ed his first porn assignment. 
Thus was Casey Donovan born, 
and thus began the schizoid tale 
of Cal/Casey’s rise and fall. 

Around the world 

Although Casey’s sexual career 
continually hampered his grow¬ 
ing acting and modeling career, 
Casey was unable to decline its in¬ 
ducements, to the point where his 
sexuality was all he could sell. 
The story takes us around the 
world, as Casey’s personal manner 
and innate charm provide entry 
to both royalty and the interna¬ 
tional set, as well as select, sexy 


commoners, on several conti¬ 
nents. Although he aspired to be a 
legit performer, his acting talent 
was marginal. His greatest skill 
was as a courtesan, but this talent 
was also a curse, closing as many 
doors as it opened. Edmonson’s 
exploration of the effects of 
Casey’s double life is both fasci¬ 
nating and sad. 

Some of Edmonson’s research 
is impressive. I don’t know how he 
managed to unearth so many of 
Casey’s social alliances and tradi¬ 
tionally anonymous sexual con¬ 
tacts, but from their testimony, 
Edmonson has been able to piece 
together a fully human portrait of 
Casey, including an appreciation 
of his sexual skills (although the 
most revealing detail in this re¬ 
gard comes from a decade-old in¬ 
terview with Derrick Stanton that 
was conducted by another author 
and published in a gay magazine). 
Since the book lacks either expla¬ 
nation or footnotes, it’s impossi¬ 
ble to tell where, when, or even 
how Edmonson obtained his in¬ 
terviews, but their presence, 
adding depth and detail, strikes 
me as a feat of biographer’s skill. 

Yet the book’s single-minded 
focus on Casey’s social life and at¬ 
tempts at career cross-over is nar¬ 
row, and much else is omitted or 
only glanced at. There’s precious 
little about the films Casey made, 
and the book’s deficient accounts 
of the crafting of these films, 
Casey’s involvement in them, and 
their political and sociological im¬ 
port, will be a sore disappoint¬ 
ment to porn fans. And although 
Edmonson neither moralizes nor 
sensationalizes, neither does he 
delve very deeply into Casey’s sex¬ 
ual compulsiveness, or the pen¬ 
chant for extreme sex acts which 
further eroded his chances of a ca¬ 
reer outside porn. He almost en¬ 
tirely scants Casey’s later films, 
even though these include two 
films for the Gage Brothers, and a 
string of increasingly shameless 
videos for Chris Rage. 

While Casey began his career 
as a role model for the all-Ameri¬ 
can boy enthusiastically endors¬ 
ing sex, his film appearances in¬ 
creasingly portrayed rape and 
abuse. And although initially 
drug-free, Casey’s later appear¬ 
ances are clearly drug-dependent, 
especially the disturbing finale to 
his career, Christopher Rage’s 
Fucked Up. Edmonson tells us 
practically nothing about this sor¬ 
did depiction of drugged de¬ 
bauchery, while I’ve been told by a 
source involved in its production 
that Casey’s co-star in this de¬ 


mented film was his drug dealer. 
What compelled Casey to insist 
that his valedictory effort be so 
particularly degrading of his per¬ 
sona? Casey’s film career seems to 
be an ongoing concession that if 
his sexuality had precluded his 
mainstream aspirations, then on¬ 
screen it would know no bound¬ 
aries. Yet this alarming progres¬ 
sion goes unnoticed in Edmon¬ 
son’s book. 

Throughout, Edmonson 
shows a reluctance to portray the 
real grit of his story. For instance, 
I’ve been told much scarier stories 
of Casey’s last days than are re¬ 
counted here. Ultimately, because 
of its even keel, boilerplate socio¬ 
logical passages, and omissions, 
one feels that Edmonson’s biogra¬ 
phy is an homogenized recitation. 
How much of that, I wonder, 
could be attributed to the spic- 
and-span identity cultivated by 
the book’s publisher, Alyson 
Books? For example, although 
there is a generous selection of 
photographs, there isn’t a full 
frontal nude among them. So, as 
engrossing and revealing as the 
book is on its selected fronts, 
there’s enough left out of Casey 
Donovan, All-American Sex Star to 
leave us not only wanting, but 
needing, more. ▼

n Monday, October 19, the 
incomparable Cirque du 
Soleil premiered O, their 
most spectacular achievement to 
date, at the new Bellagio hotel and 
casino in Las Vegas. How this 
magical theatrical company has 
managed over the past 12 years to 
create consistently mystical pro¬ 
ductions is amazing, but what is 
more astounding is how the cre¬ 
ators have managed to surpass 
everything they’ve ever done with 
this new, permanently ensconced 
show. The company has already 
proven that human beings can be 
beautiful, graceful, and perfectly 
at home in the air, but in O they 
go even further, by removing hu¬ 
mans entirely from the ground. 
The title comes from the phonet¬ 
ic sounding of eau, the French 
word for water, and in this pro¬ 
duction, water is the key. 

In simplest terms, the stage is a 
25-foot deep, 150 x 100 ft., 1.5 
million gallon pool, and the circus 
events take place above, around, 
and in the water itself, most of the 
time in all three places. More than 
anything else, this show takes 
human beings off the ground and 
lets them fly through the air and 
swim in the water. Many of them 
move from air to water without 
ever touching ground. 

The show features the Cirque 
du Soleil brand of circus acts com¬ 
bined with stunning theatrical im- 
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agery, and begins, as many of their 
shows have, with a couple of 
clowns warming up the audience 
and setting the watery theme. 

The theatrical extravaganza 
begins when a young woman is 
lowered from the top of the audi¬ 
torium’s dome. As she gracefully 
'hovers over the audience, she 
drops a red scarf to a young man. 
He is the Everyman player who 
represents the audience, and 
when a white-gloved hand beck¬ 
ons from behind the curtain, he 
accepts the invitation. A few mo¬ 
ments later, the red curtain drops 
with lightning speed, and this new 
magical world appears. 

The theater itself is deceptive. 
As part of the sophisticated Bella¬ 
gio experience, this $62M space is 
sophisticated and elegant, an au¬ 
ditorium reminiscent of the Paris 
Opera House. Upon entering, it is 
hard to believe that this could be 
an appropriate, if adequate space 
for the unbridled energy of 
Cirque du Soleil. But that is before 
the red curtains are torn down 
and swimmers poke their heads 
out of the water. From then on, 
anything can happen. 

Better than Greg 

The high-flying Steben sisters 
from Canada dance through the 
air in their single trapeze act. An¬ 
other sequence features three 
Russian swings, in which a couple 
of dozen acrobats swing into the 
air and dive into the water. The 
show also includes Mongolian 
contortionists, a flying boat 
trapeze, and 4 world-class divers 
who leap from 60 feet above the 
pool. Even watching Greg Louga- 
nis was never like this! The show’s 
75 performers include 16 syn¬ 
chronized swimmers, 12 divers, 2 
clowns, acrobats, aerialists, a 
hunchback, a princess, and a 
singer descending from above. 

The most stunning sequence 
features three fire dancers and a 
man in flames who reads a newspa¬ 
per before nonchalantly walking 
off. The dancers can be viewed di¬ 
rectly or as reflected in a giant mir¬ 
ror hanging above them. This is also 
one of the most intriguing points in 
the show because it retains the 
street-theater roots upon which 
Cirque du Soleil was founded. 


Every Cirque du Soleil show is 
a landmark experience, and I’ve 
seen 6 of them over the past sev¬ 
eral years. But for the first time 
since Mystere (their other perma¬ 
nent extravaganza playing Vegas, 
at Treasure Island), and maybe 
even for the first time since their 
first international tour, the cre¬ 
ators have completely redesigned 
the art of the circus. 

The usual Cirque artistic staff 
are on hand for this masterwork, 
including writer/director Franco 
Dragone, choreographer Debra 
Brown, composer Benoit Jutras, 
lighting designer Luc Lafortune, 
set designer Michael Crete, sound 
designers Francois Bergeron, and 
Jonathan Deans, swimming de¬ 
signer Sylvie Frechette, and cos¬ 
tumer Dominique Lemieux, who 
truly outdoes herself in this show. 

This is the sexiest of the Cirque 
du Soleil spectacles. Maybe it is en¬ 
tirely Lemieux’s costumes. Maybe 
it’s the sensuality of the water that 
makes the acrobats glisten. Maybe 
it’s because there are a few hetero¬ 
sexual games going on between 
some of the characters. Maybe it’s 
because there are two high divers 
that stand on stage in speedos for 
five minutes or so. Maybe it is the 
dance sequence that concludes 
with the performers stripping 
down to white undies, and then 
participating in the Russian swing. 
All that wet underwear, just cling¬ 
ing to the beautiful bodies. What¬ 
ever the reason, there are enough 
fantasies to keep the imaginative 
mind active for months. 

Sure, there are enough hy¬ 
draulics to take 50 cats to heaven 
or raise ten helicopters, and per¬ 
haps having the show take place 
entirely behind the proscenium 
does have the effect of separating 
it from the audience, but there is 
little pretense. There is always 
something to watch and enough 
supportive visual and musical im¬ 
agery to create chills. And from 
this respect, the show exceeds all 
expectations. ▼

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terludes which leave us enough 
time to wish we could get up to 
stretch or smoke a cigarette. 

Another major weakness is the 
only half successful realization of 
the story. I did not expect a narra¬ 
tive line, but an impressionistic 
representation of the inner and 
outer worlds of a creative woman 
and how these inform her identi¬ 
ty and her work. But even this 
failed to come across. Perhaps a 
plot would have given a more 
substantial frame on which to 
hang all the dancing. Or some "se¬ 
vere editing might have resulted 
in a shorter, more concentrated 
work that could hold our atten¬ 
tion for its duration. 

Next year 1 expect O Vertigo 
will return with a new piece, and I 
will certainly be there to discover 
if Ginette Laurin has created a to¬ 
tally satisfying work. But I’m sure 
it will be well-crafted and a plea¬ 
sure to watch, even if it falls short 
of perfection. It would be unreal¬ 
istic to expect an artist to produce 
only masterpieces. In fact, one of 
the more exciting aspects of sus¬ 
taining an interest in one particu¬ 
lar choreographer or company is 
watching how they grow and 
change with each new work. T 
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|| a Bete (The Beast Within), 

L this season’s offering from O 
Vertigo, the French-Canadi- 
an dance troupe under the artis¬ 
tic direction of Ginette Laurin, 
was performed earlier this month 
at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts 
Theater. The work seemed to miss 
the mark, if only by a hair’s width. 
Though the piece was described 
as being about a lady author sur¬ 
rounded by wild creatures, real 
and/or from her imagination, I 
struggled to match what I 
watched with that loose frame¬ 
work of an idea. 

Perhaps my frustration at not 
being able to pinpoint exactly 
what went awry when is exacer¬ 
bated by my memories of the 
wonderful parts of the whole. 
Guillaume Lord’s set, for example, 
consists of four poles evenly 
spaced across the back of the 
stage, from the floor to the top. At 
the bottom of each pole is a chair 
attached at a different height, 
reminiscent of the animals on a 
carousel, while up near the van¬ 
ishing point is another chair up¬ 
side down. On the lower chairs 
four couples sit and speak at once 
and gesture. They dismount and 
dance. The empty chairs now give 
the illusion of being underwater, 
the upper chairs seeming reflec¬ 
tions on the surface of a still 
pond. 

Axel Morgenthaler provided 
some of the most stunning visual 
effects of the evening through 
lighting design. Dressed in a long, 
high-necked dress, the authoress 
feverishly scripts her words in the 
air while traveling across the stage 
and then approaching the audi¬ 
ence, only her hand illuminated 
by the smallest white-hot spot¬ 
light imaginable. The projection 
of clouds across the back of the 
stage creates another equally bril¬ 
liant effect. Suddenly we are out¬ 
side in the light, the air seems 
fresh, and a breeze is wafting in 
from the wings. 

The choreography by Laurin in 
collaboration with the dancers was 
not lacking in inventive vocabu¬ 
lary or interesting compositional 
forms, but these were sandwiched 
between stretches of creative |

drought. I am not sure if Jean 
Derome’s original music was the 
cause or merely the reflection, as it 
also went from the sublime to the 
mundane. My favorite section is 
the juxtaposition of two couples 
performing contrasting pas de 
deux. A man and a woman, both 
in black shorts and naked from 
the waist up, enter leaning on each 
other, and begin a very simple, in¬ 
timate interchange stage right in a 
bright pool of light. Then, on the 
left, almost in complete darkness, 
another man and woman in 
somber costumes dance an intri¬ 
cate and demanding duet, lacking 
in the tenderness and communi¬ 
cation that is so apparent on the 
other side of the stage. 

I am least critical of the cos¬ 
tumes by Luc J. Beland. Without 
being actual period dress, the col¬ 
ors, textures and lines evoke other 
places in time and custom. They 
have richness without being heavy 
or intrusive, and the simple addi¬ 
tion of blue-sleeved jackets total¬ 


ly transforms them for a section 
towards the end of the evening. 

Sum of the parts 

Now, how do I reconcile all 
this astounding beauty with my 
failure to be continually engaged? 
The dancers are superb perform¬ 
ers, focused, nuanced, giving their 
all in a theatrical environment 
created by elements of the highest 
order. I might call it anti-gestalt, 
where the sum of the parts is less 
than the presumed whole. The 
non-stop format is partly to 
blame, seventy minutes without 
an intermission. While a film¬ 
maker is used to pacing a work of 
cinema over several hours, dance 
is normally created and watched 
in discrete segments ranging from 
a few minutes to around half an 
hour. The various rhythms, from 
those covering only the span of a 
single solo, pas de deux, or ensem¬ 
ble section, to those which stretch 
across the entire piece, need to be 
carefully worked out to avoid in- 


Shirley worship

' ' he dazed middle-aged het¬ 
erosexual couples sprinkled 
H about the audience at 
Davies Hall last week were proba¬ 
bly expecting a Steve-and-Eydie 
kind of night. But that wasn’t 
about to happen as Shirley Bassey 
made her first San Francisco ap¬ 
pearance in years. 

Bassey sang 21 songs, and 
there were almost as many stand¬ 
ing ovations. She threw flowers to 
the audience, and her supplicants 
rushed the stage with their own 
bouquets. She taxed the sound 
system with her explosive voice, 
and the audience responded with 
roars that could make your ears 
ring. 

This sexy 61-year-old grand¬ 
mother strode on stage belting 
out “Goldfinger” in a damn-I’m- 
good gown that was practically 


shocking in what it revealed. And 
later, in a playful “Big Spender,” 
she revealed even more. Bassey is 
an accessible diva, coming across 
as relaxed, happy, and friendly, 
but still pumping out the high-oc¬ 
tane emotions that remain her 
trademark. She closed the concert 
with “This Is My Life,” a ’60s song 
that was an anthem for a genera¬ 
tion of drag queens. The drag 
queens have moved on, but Bassey 
can still make the defiant lyrics 
feel like a song of the revolution. 

There was always something a 
little unsettling about the adora¬ 
tion that gay men bestowed on 
Judy Garland, whose miseries 
only helped feed her fans’ mania. 
But with Bassey, the worship has 
a healthy glow. She’s capital-F 
Fabulous, and she’s ready to share 
it with an audience that winds up 
feeling a little more fabulous itself 
by the time the last notes have 
faded. T

s the national queer holiday 
approaches (yes, Hal¬ 
lowe’en — only passing 
through this galaxy, dear?), ’tis the 
TV season for witches, ghosties, 
and other assorted ghouls. 

Real-life ghouls displaced the 
more entrancing small-screen 
sort when the grisly murder of 
Matthew Shepard became the first 
hate crime against a queer to 
headline national network news. 
ABC, the most Monica-obsessed 
network, actually bumped that 
grind to lead with news that im¬ 
pacts America. Shepard’s murder 
led ABC’s evening newscast sever¬ 
al times. ABC also ran in-depth 
reports on its late-night newscast, 
the too-queer World News Now; 


Good Morning America; the 
prime-time 20/20; and dedicated 
an episode of Nightline to Shep¬ 
ard and escalating hate-crimes vi¬ 
olence against queers. The latter 
program included an interview 
with San Francisco documentari- 
an Arthur Dong. Nightline proved 
interesting for its lack of opposing 
viewpoints. No pro-hate or reli¬ 
gious types were added for “bal¬ 
ance,” except for those in clips 
from Dong’s controversial film 
about anti-queer violence, Li¬ 
censed to Kill. 

ABC also ran live feed of Pres¬ 
ident Clinton calling for hate 
crimes legislation. And Peter Jen¬ 
nings, who usually only disses — 
we mean editorializes about — Is¬ 
rael, began his newscast the day of 
Shepard’s funeral calling protests 
by the ultimate ghouls, Rev. Fred 


Phelps and his cohorts, “particu¬ 
larly vicious.” The Phelps contin¬ 
gent, for those who missed this 
final insult to Shepard, his riven 
family, friends and queers every¬ 
where, carried signs outside the 
funeral which read “Matt in Hell,” 
“AIDS Kills Fags,” and other bete 
mots. 

Though not as thorough 
as ABC, NBC and CBS 
focused significant 
attention on the 
Shepard murder — 
with newscasts and 
the prime-time 
Dateline and 48 
Hours, respectively. 

Coverage of 
Shepard’s 
murder 
marked a de¬ 
parture both in depth and tone 
from previous — and equally 
grisly — murders of queers. A far 
cry from the “we don’t think reg¬ 
ular people should be afraid of 
camping” and “it might be sui¬ 
cide” coverage of the sexual muti¬ 
lation murders of a young lesbian 
couple in a Virginia National Park 
in June 1996, or the virtual dis¬ 
missal of last year’s bombing of 
The Otherside Lounge, an Atlanta 
lesbian bar. Whether coverage of 
Shepherd’s murder signals a shift 
in network policy on crimes 
against queers remains to be seen. 
Stay tuned. 


Eerie ‘Blue’ 

Eerily, the much-awaited (es¬ 
pecially by our beloved, who has a 
thing for supporting actress An¬ 
drea Thompson, she of the bitchy 
repartee and butchy affect) season 
premiere of NYPD Blue finally hit 
this week with an episode based 
on the 1996 murder of a New 
York schoolteacher perceived as 
gay. Blue handled the queer theme 
with stark realism, showing the 
devastation homophobia wreaks. 
As the Shepard murder played on 
the news, art imitated life on Blue. 

Blue gay-boy receptionist Bill 
Brochtrup, who left after a 
gay-bashing storyline several sea¬ 
sons back, made a return visit. 


Whether Abby, the lesbian 
cop-cum-mom played by Paige 
Turco, will resurface remains to be 
seen. Turco’s Party of Five charac¬ 
ter got sober, learned to be a bet¬ 
ter mother, and left the city by the 
Bay. She may go East Coastal and 
reprise her role on Blue.

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It’s all in the cards 

A fresh, queer take on Tarot

i | hether the designs on 
Tarot cards merit consid¬ 
eration as high art de¬ 
pends on one’s notion about the 
legitimacy of art serving other 
than purely esthetic ends. A 
pedant might insist true art re¬ 
mains unburdened by any func¬ 
tional baggage, in which case even 
the most elaborate Tarot designs 
would likely be regarded as mere 
illustration, a step or two down 
the creative ladder. 

But as even the most discern¬ 
ing art aficionados begin perusing 
the 80 cards in San Francisco 
artist Stevee Postman’s new Cos¬ 
mic Tribe Tarot (Destiny Books; 
$32, including a 200-page guide¬ 
book by Eric Ganther), almost in¬ 
variably their first reaction is to 
exclaim over the beauty of the im¬ 
ages and remark on their com¬ 
plexity and originality, not to 
mention their striking eroticism 
and refreshingly queer sensibility. 

Never before, an observer fa¬ 
miliar with the roughly 700-year 
history of Tarot design is likely to 
add, has there been a deck filled 
with so many images of naked 
people completely at ease with 
their bodies. Nor has any deck 
had three versions of the Lovers 
card, one showing two men em¬ 
bracing, another two women, and 
the third a man and woman. 

“My original concept was to 
make this a completely queer 
Tarot deck,” says Postman. For its 
human figures, he intended to 
employ only men or drag queens 
as models. As a queer man im¬ 
mersed in the rarefied world of 
the Radical Faeries, where Tarot 
readings are de rigueur and 


nakedness is taken for granted, 
Postman felt there really wasn’t a 
Tarot deck “that speaks to me.” 

Postman thought of calling his 
deck “The Faggot Tarot,” partly 
signifying the bundle of sticks 
once used to burn witches. But as 
he proceeded with the deck’s de¬ 
sign, “it seemed unbalanced and 
incomplete. I realized it needed to 
be more about inclusion than ex¬ 
clusion. Feminine energy is very 
important. So I decided to open it 
up and include women. And I re¬ 
ally feel good about that. I don’t 
like the whole separatist mindset.” 

Already, among those who have 
seen the Cosmic Tribe deck, a con¬ 


sensus is building that Postman, 
whose primary tools are a camera, a 
scanner, and a computer equipped 
with Photoshop, succeeds brilliant¬ 
ly at creating art that transcends its 
medium’s limitations. 

Stripped of illusions 

Thus the Tower, a card of the 
Major Arcana symbolizing “a 
siren call from the soul” (as one 
learns from Eric Ganther’s ac¬ 
companying book), depicts a 
Tower of Babel of TV sets stacked 
atop one another, reaching toward 
infinity, glowing ominously with 
“disembodied smiles and vacant 
stares,” bursting into flames be¬ 
neath an Orwellian eye. A naked 
man “who could be any of us” 
leaps off the structure just in time: 
“Stripped of illusions, he falls 


back into the regenerating seas 
and is reborn as a golden phoenix 
of hope zooming skyward, barely 
escaping the burning wreck.” 

The artistry of the card comes 
in Postman’s ingenious reinter¬ 
pretation of Tarot’s traditional 
symbolism. Historically the Tower 
was depicted as a stone structure 
with castellated top, struck by a 
bolt of lightning. As Tarot scholar 
Alfred Douglas noted, that bolt 
signified “the overpowering light 
of truth in which all falsehood ... 
is destroyed. It is the flash of inner 
illumination which brings the 
freedom of enlightenment.” 

But exquisite images alone, no 


matter how replete with cavorting 
naked men and women, do not a 
Tarot deck make. The important 
question, from a Tarot user’s per¬ 
spective, is whether Postman’s 
cards effectively serve their pur¬ 
pose, enabling the reader to sym¬ 
bolically divine answers to press¬ 
ing life questions, helping to chart 
a person’s path into the near or 
distant future, or to see their pre¬ 
sent situations clearly. 

“Just as a map allows us to see 
the big picture, showing us where 
we stand in relation to the rest of 
the world,” writes Ganther, “so 
Tarot lets us glimpse the whole of 
our psychic terrain in a way not 
usually possible with everyday 
thinking.” 

It was up to Ganther (“Olmo,” 
as Postman calls him; the two

share a Victorian flat in the Upper 
Haight), in writing the Cosmic 
Tribe book, to get Postman to ar¬ 
ticulate the meaning of his de¬ 
signed cards. 

“I’m not a Tarot academic,” says 
Postman, who nonetheless spent 
countless hours researching the 
history of Tarot and its symbolic 
significance. “I’m more an intuitive 
artist. Olmo was really skilled at 
getting me to articulate what these 
images are about for me, which is 
something I hadn’t even verbalized. 
He would get me to have these rev¬ 
elations about the images.” 


Fool’s gold 

Through this process, Ganther 
interpreted each card, beginning 
with the Fool: “The innocent Fool 
has ... chosen to be born into this 
maddening world. He flies into the 
unknown, leaving the rock of the 
familiar behind him. On the rock, a 
Hopi labyrinth maps out the jour¬ 
ney of adventurous mischief he will 
undertake. Along the way the Fool 
and his little dog will encounter 
many crocodiles. As he is a risk-

visible to the audience, the pipe 
chambers are behind the decora¬ 
tive grill work on either side of the 
screen. “They speak into the room 
through louvered walls similar to 
huge Venetian blinds,” explains 
Hegarty. “The opening and clos¬ 
ing of these is controlled by the 
organists right foot, and affects 
the volume of sound.” 

On a brief tour through some 
of the theater’s cramped, dusty 
backstage, Hegarty indicates the 
whereabouts of the pedal pipes, so 
called because they’re played by 
the organist’s left foot. “The low¬ 
est, longest pipes, many of them 
are back here, behind the screen,” 
he says. “So they speak right at the 
organist, which is how we’re able 
to keep the tempo up. The base 
pipes are not way off in the dis¬ 
tance, where there’d be a lag.” 

Having a world-class theater 
organ at his disposal is the major 
perk of Hegarty’s job. “The Castro 
organ is one of America’s finest 
examples of a fully restored, vin¬ 
tage theater organ,” he says. 
“Credit for this exceptional instal¬ 
lation goes to the Ray Taylor fam¬ 
ily [who own it], and especially to 
Dick Taylor and Edward Milling¬ 
ton Stout, organ technicians of 
the highest order.” 

Covering butt 

Even the conscientious Hegar¬ 
ty is unable to play 14 intermis¬ 
sions a week, which is where that 
other Castro veteran Bill McCoy 
comes in. “He’s covered my butt at 
the last minute more times than I 
can count,” says the senior organ¬ 
ist. “He plays regularly on Thurs¬ 
days and the first intermission on 
Fridays, but ends up doing a lot 
more than that because of my er¬ 
ratic schedule.” 

Hegarty’s schedule may or may 
not be erratic, but it certainly is 
full. When we met at the Castro at 
10 a.m., he had already rehearsed 
a few hours at the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor, where he plays 
two weekend concerts a month. 
The Sunday thereafter, I watched 
him wow museumgoers with se¬ 
lections by Tchaikovsky and 
Gounod, before demonstrating 
the organ’s percussive range (tam¬ 
bourine and castanets) with a 
sprightly “La Paloma.” He also 
pulled out the thunder stop for a

very persuasive “Stormy Weather.” 

Sundays at 10:45 a.m., Hegarty 
launches the service at the Forest 
Hill Christian Church, where he is 
music director. (Unless, that is, he 
is making one of his frequent 
guest appearances at Menlo Park 
Presbyterian Church.) 

Despite Hegarty’s deceptive 
ease in moving from one venue to 
the next, all organs are not created 
equal. The Palace’s Skinner organ, 
he tells me, is symphonic, placing 
it somewhere between the Castro’s 
theater organ and the concert va¬ 
riety found in most churches. 

“The theater organ,” Hegarty 
explains, “is an outgrowth of the 
classical concert organ. It was de¬ 
signed to simulate the sound of a 
pit orchestra, for accompanying 
silent movies. One of the defining 
characteristics of the theater 
organ is its deep, sobbing vibrato. 
This is especially true of the pre¬ 
dominant tibia ranks, which give 
the Wurlitzer its characteristically 
throbbing emotional intensity.” 

Being conversant with all three 
types of organ has been a plus. 
“The way I’ve been able to survive 
working in just music all my life,” 
he says, “is I haven’t limited myself 
to any particular style, or narrow 
direction. I started out playing 
pop music. That’s always been an 
important thing in my life. But I 
trained in serious classical, so I’m 
able to make part of my living 
playing church music.” 

In fact, it’s impossible for him 
to choose between them. “Church 
music is what I am the most 


trained in,” he confesses. “And it’s 
the area in which I have found the 
biggest market as a composer. But 
I am much more inspired by film 
and theater music than I am by 
church music. However, I love the 
classical organ, and that’s where 
most of them are. So we organists 
end up spending a lot of our time 
in churches!” 

First love 

It was in a church that Hegarty 
saw his first organ. The organist 
was “a charismatic lady,” someone 
he really admired. An avid accor¬ 
dionist from the age of seven, he 
soon switched to a horizontal key¬ 
board. “My mother did some 
cleaning at the church,” he remem¬ 
bers. “I wouldn’t miss it. I’d go there 
with her so I could play the organ.” 

When the 14-year-old Hegar¬ 
ty’s family got an organ, “I hardly 
ever got away from it,” he says. “I 
was just playing it all the time.” 
Sometime in high school, he re¬ 
solved to make a career of it. 

That career has included a stint 
as editor of The Sacred Organ 
Journal, as well as teaching, com¬ 
posing, arranging, and designing 
an “Organ Method for Beginning 
Church Organists,” available from 
Hegarty Music Press in Oakland. 
(To get a handle on the man’s 
scope, readers will want to check 
out www.davidhegarty.com. The 
site was designed by his ex-wife 
Jacquie, who is now partners with 
his business partner Linda 
Wright. Hegarty himself is cur¬ 
rently involved with singer/actor 


Len Moors, of “Troubadour: Love 
Songs for Jeffrey Dahmer” fame.) 

Anyone tempted to categorize 
Hegarty as a hidebound (albeit 
versatile) traditionalist will do 
well to attend either one of two 
upcoming events. On October 30, 
he and organist Kenrick Mervine 
will play a program for organ and 
orchestra in which the orchestra is 
simulated via musical instrument 
digital interface (MIDI). In this 
two console performance, Hegar¬ 
ty will play a digitally-sampled or¬ 
chestra via an organ keyboard. 

Hegarty’s 20th anniversary 
tribute at the Castro Theatre on 
November 2 will of course feature 
his favorite repertoire: original 
arrangements of movie maestros 
Steiner, Korngold, Rozsa, Her- 
rman, Young, and Rota. But the 
premiere of Ken Weir’s silent 
short Hole to China again moves 
us into more sophisticated organ 
terrain. Hegarty’s prerecorded 
soundtrack was played on an 
Allen digital organ and sequenced 


into a laptop computer, which 
then “played” the organ back for 
the recording session. 

For all his state-of-the-art so¬ 
phistication, Hegarty shows no 
sign of abandoning the mighty 
Wurlitzer. “It’s not like going to 
work,” he says of his Castro duties. 
“It’s like going to play. Going to 
work for 20 years and doing 
something I’d do anyway. And to 
have an audience, to boot!” His 
eyes gleam, and he giggles. I start 
to think the organ will keep him 
young for years to come. T

Film Arts

S ometimes this column has to go 
with what the publicists tell us, 
and the PR flaks at the Film Arts 
Foundation have let it be known that 
15 of the 68 entries in the Film Arts 
Festival of Independent Cinema, 
screening November 4-8 at local 
venues, are by and about queer men 
and women. That’s a respectable 22 
percent, though we’re not quite ready 
to take over Hollywood. 

First up from a queer bent is the 
world premier of Laura Plotkin’s Red 
Rain , a portrait of Gina “Boom 
Boom” Guidi, the charismatic 
women’s welterweight boxing champi¬ 
on of the world. Plotkin spent two 
years traveling with Guidi to fights 
across the country, chronicling her tri¬ 
als and tribulations. Check out the re¬ 
sults (Thursday, November 5) at the 
Roxie Cinema, 3117 16 th St. (at Valen¬ 
cia). Showtime is 6pm. Tickets are $7 
($6 for Film Arts members). 

On Friday, November 6, also at the 
Roxie, two films in the “Loves Me, 
Loves Me Not" program stand out. In 
Goodnight 1 Love You , Gordon 
Thomas employs clay, 3-D, and pencil 
animation to bring to life the touching 
and humorous moments of a relation¬ 
ship on the rocks. And Daven Gee’s 
chemistries mixes diary entries, sci¬ 
ence, and colliding images in an effort 
to get at the roots of desire, love, and 
loss. The program screens at 8pm. 

On Saturday afternoon, November 
7,at the Roxie, LaurenHimmels The 
Tragedy of Samantha Biggie and 
the Twins anchors the “Afterschool 
Special" program (4pm). Her film tells 
the story of how Samantha gets caught 
up in the feud between a pair of sisters. 

Finally, on Saturday night in the 
"Jeepers, Creepers” program (8pm at 
the Roxie), Mark Taylor confronts the 
inexplicable as he copes with the loss 
of a lover to insanity in Lesson 9. 
Then, Jennifer Wallis has her say in 
When / Was, using the voice of a 
young man with AIDS to express how 
one tries to reconcile one’s past with 
one’s present. 

So now you have information on 
8.8 percent of the queer offerings at 
the fest. Should you hunger for more, 
check out Gary Morris’ piece on the 
festival in next week’s B.A.R. Hope to 
see you there. ▼

Ric’s lover, James, has been the 
faithful sash widow through Ric’s 
winning streaks as Mr. Tulsa 
Leather ’99 and Mr. Tulsa Leather 
’94. The Tulsa leather community 
looks forward to a rewarding year 
with Ric holding the title and, of 
course, he will represent his state 
at IML next May. In a state that 
produced IML Larry Everett and 
IMsL Cindy Bookout, the opti¬ 
mism is high. 

During the contest, IMsL Jill 
Carter, Viola Johnson and Queen 
Cougar presented one more Un¬ 
sung Hero Award. This time, it 
went to Gene West, the contest 
producer and contestant coordi¬ 
nator. His long-time efforts work¬ 
ing behind the scenes for many, 
many successful endeavors in 
Tulsa were enumerated in the pre¬ 
sentation, and the audience burst 
into a standing ovation as his 
name was announced. His mod¬ 
est acceptance speech was, I’m 
told, “typical” of all his dealings 
with his community, but belies his 
magnificent creative ability and 
“you can always count on him” 
reputation.

dustry is, and that’s New York. I 
want to have the chance for some¬ 
one to come up and say, “Here’s 
$25,000, workshop this for anoth¬ 
er year.” 

I have no shame. If I hate it, I’ll 
come back. But I need to go and 
give it a shot. 

Tell me a bit about how you and 
Jason started Enrique. 

Back in 1988, we used to go-go 
dance for friends’ bands. We would 
put up flyers, promoting ourselves 
as dancers. We did this perfor¬ 
mance art piece at Artists Televi¬ 
sion Access, where we played Char¬ 
lie’s Angels. Someone videotaped 
that and played it on public access. 
The booker for the Kennel Club 
saw it and asked us to open up for 
the Average White Band’s reunion 
tour. So we said, give us a month. 
We found some musicians, hand- 
sewed our outfits in my little tiny 
room on Page Street, put together 
seven cover songs, and that was 
our first show. After that, we were 
surprised at the enthusiasm be¬ 
hind what we were doing. 

I mean, I came to San Francis¬ 
co to do musical theatre and we 
were just doing Enrique for fun. 
But then it started becoming real¬ 
ly fun and somewhat successful, 
so I ended up dropping out of 
college. I learned way more doing 
Enrique and the musicals than I 
ever would have in school. 

What did you learn? 


platforms! And to some people, 
we were just a joke band. But we 
mutated. 

Looking back on all the vari¬ 
ous mutations — from the differ¬ 
ent bands, to going techno, play¬ 
ing dance music, doing School- 
house Rox, the different musicals, 
all the different incarnations of 
dancers — I feel like it’s definitely 
had a life of its own.

I slowly and surely learned show¬ 
manship. I learned everything I 
know about performing. I learned 
how to create a budget, style a 
wig, thread a needle, walk in 11- 
inch platforms, how to instantly 
forgive someone. I learned how to 
sing! I learned what I think is a 
formula a show needs to keep an 
audience interested. I learned that 
people love to watch you dance, 
which I learned by watching Bob 
Fosse movies and the Fly Girls on 
In Living Color. 

I learned all these things not 
because I was practicing them in 
class, but because I had to. I think 
learning by necessity is so much 
more valuable. 

Did you ever have a singular vi¬ 
sion of what Enrique should be, or 
did you just make it up as you 
went along? 

Well, in the beginning, we were 
definitely into bringing back ’70s 
culture. It was still a time when if 
you wore platforms down the 
street, everyone would laugh at 
you. And now, everyone wears 


Yeah, that was because Enrique 
was becoming much more the¬ 
atrical — almost like “showbiz 
rock.” It was much more like a 
rock show that you would see in 
Vegas. 

Well, more like a no-budget, punk 
rock Vegas. Like a bunch of kids 
pretending to do a Vegas-style 
show in their garage! 

Yeah, there was that surrealism of 
having Kathy in a fancy Vegas 
headdress, banging her head to 
rock music. It was definitely an in¬ 
teresting juxtaposition! 

But it worked, since Enrique 
mixed rock songs with show tunes. 

And I think that speaks more to 
our generation. 

Well, our generation is so pop cul¬ 
ture-centric and media-savvy, and 
Enrique definitely tuned into that.

of Love (1994). The characters are 
a bisexual trio, two women and a 
man, but the man is mostly pas¬ 
sive, of little interest to the 
women. Best of all are the star¬ 
tling forms taken by the film’s 
physical decomposition — bub¬ 
bles, rips, and strange bleeding 
colors that constantly threaten the 
action, a brilliant formal image of 
the power of the women in re¬ 
trieving their sexuality. Prominent 
Viennese artist Valie Export ex¬ 
plores some'of the same issues as 
Severson and Ahwesh in the in¬ 
triguing Man + Woman + Animal 
(1970-73). The title is ironic — 
the “man” is no more than a 
grunting voice on the soundtrack, 
seemingly demanding entry into 
the film’s narrative, an entry the 
filmmaker denies. The “animal” is 
also only on the soundtrack, in 
the form of transporting sounds 
of a humpback whale. The 
“woman” is the film’s sole subject, 
a faceless character who method¬ 
ically pleasures herself in a bath¬ 
tub with an accommodating hose. 

Faceless activity 

Also from Vienna comes the 
late Kurt Kren’s 16/67: September 
20 — Gunther Brus (a.k.a., Eating, 
Drinking, Pissing, Shitting Film) 
(1967). In spite of the elaborate 
title, this short by one of the prime 
exponents of the radical Austrian 
Aktioner performance group of 
the ’60s is simple and direct. A 
faceless man (the director, per¬ 
haps?) engages in all the activities 
in the parenthetical portion of the 
title. Rapid cutting helps a little in 
distancing the viewer, as does 
Kren’s unusual angle in rendering 
the scatology. Less combative but 
somehow more disturbing is 
Lewis Klahr’s Downs Are Feminine 
(1998). Collage filmmaker Klahr 
scored a hit in two of last year’s big 
S.F. film festivals with Pony Glass, 
which featured a cut-out Jimmy 
Olsen (“Superman’s Pal”) cross¬ 
dressing and fucking his way into

each lesson an enlightened hand 
holds forth a fragrant flower.” 

A possible meaning of the card 
when it shows up in a reading, 
continues Ganther, is “to follow 
your heart’s joy and chase those 
butterflies! Be optimistic about the 
outcome of a risky venture. Invite 
frivolity and the boundless energy 
that comes with it into your life.” 

As with all the models used in 
the deck, the model for the Fool 
card is a close friend of Postman’s, 
Caeriel, whom Postman describes 
as embodying the characteristics 
of the Fool: light-heartedness, 
openness, and a carefree attitude. 
But the photo image of him is 
somewhat deceptive. 

“The photograph of Caeriel,” 
confesses Postman, “uses one leg 
from one photograph, and one leg 
from another. His face might have 
been from another. I take ele¬ 
ments and put them together for a 
perfect gesture, sort of mix and 
match.” 

Such willful deception is, of 
course, the artist’s prerogative. 
Rather than employ brushes and 
paints, Postman effect his mind’s 
vision with Film and software: “I 
used to always draw, pen and ink, 
but then I discovered computers. I 
resisted them for a while, but then 
embraced them. I was totally re¬ 
formatted.” 

As for what inspired him to 
produce the Cosmic Tribe deck, 
Postman says, “It was a very kind 
of heart-space project. I felt like I 


oblivion. In Downs Are Feminine, 
the director uses similar quaint 
kitsch imagery from the ’50s and 
’60s, situating (one might say trap¬ 
ping) his porn-star cut-outs in 
“modern” kitchens and dream 
dens to enact their sad, squalid 
dramas. Local talent Scott Stark 
brings enormous wit to Noema 
(1998). Using found porn footage, 
he skewers social and sexual 
taboos by repeating to hilarious 
effect scenes of couples preparing 
to but never quite having sex. 

The last and in some ways 
most impressive in this strong bill 
is Luther Price’s Sodom. Price is an 
oddity even in this crowd: a per¬ 
formance artist and obsessive 
filmmaker who’s a Super-8 purist. 
His works are among the most ac¬ 
complished and provocative in 
experimental film, but perhaps 
too strong for many stomachs, as 
evidenced by the rejection of 
Sodom by the timid souls of both 
the San Francisco and the New 
York gay film festivals in 1990. 
Sodom, ljke Noema, uses found 
porn footage, in this case a mix of 
brutal buttfucking of a tortured- 
looking bottom by an unseen 
hunky top, and bizarre sequences 
of twins doing auto-fellatio. To 
these scenes, which assault the au¬ 
dience with rapid-fire cutting and 
an increasingly distorted medieval 
liturgy score, are added grim im¬ 
ages of an anonymous screaming 
crowd of what look like the hell- 
bound of Sodom. Price’s assaults 
aren’t limited to the audience, 
though; the film itself is attacked, 
with the filmmaker punching 
holes in every frame of the Super- 
8 stock and methodically insert¬ 
ing new or repeated images. The 
result is an unassailable argument 
for the power of outsider art, and 
the enriching effect of bringing 
the work of the outsider — fund¬ 
ed or not — inside. ▼
